91l« Xlpiif lippi h the largest and most nagnHtcent riter in North Atterioa^ 
itid with its main branch, the Hissonrii the longest hi the wbrM. It takel 
its rise near the dividing ridge of the Red Rtyer of the nbrth, and in t 
sfnall kke oaQed Itasca. This beaatifttt lake, which is some 5 or 7 miles itt 
lengthy reposes amidst hills of marine sand, of Uie drift epoch, and coiislsts of 

Snre springs of water, gushing out in copious rills, within a Visible l>a8in. Itft 
istance from the Gulf of Mexico, is estimated at 8160 miles. The entire alfl> 
tnde of the lake, as determined by Mr. Niccdlet, in 1886, is 15T5 feet, which h 
105 feet l>elow the summit of its environing hills : and its latitude, $t Sohoot 
craft's Island, the <mly island In it, is 47^ 13' 95" N. Lat., arid it flows into ih% 
Gulf of Mexico in 29** N. Lat. 

The face of the country about its head, prese'ntli a ytrr similar appearance t# 
ihat at its estuary. It is formed of many small branches; but soon'l>eo(nnel 
a broad stream, moving a wide expnse of waters, with a current scarcely |>ercep^ 
ttble-^>-«ometimes along a marshy bed— through interminable swamps y at others^ 
over a white sand bottom, with its waters transparent, and at otheref, *<it it 
eompressed to a narrow .and rapid current, between ancient and hoary Kmestooe 
bliiffs. A great number of streams, rising in the same phteau, and inteHockiiii|( 
with the waters of Red River^ and other streamy of Lake Winnipeg, unite to fbrnl 
tlie St, Peters and Mississippi." The following are among the most considerable 
of its tributaries: Rapid, St. Croix, Cannon Kiver,^Ul&lo Bluff, Black, Rool^ 
Tipper Iowa, Yellow, Bad Axe, Wisconsin, Turkey Riter, La Mine, ^evre 
River, Tete de Mort, Wipisipinacon, Little Loutour, Rock Rivet, Iowa, Dei 
Moines, Waconda, Fabian, Justioni, Oahaka, or Salt River, Boeuf of Cuivr<|^ 
Dardenne, Illinois, Missouri, Maramec, Kaskaskia, Big Muddy, Ohio,' Wolf, S*. 
Fraii^is, White River, Arkansas, Yaioo, Red BSver, and Bayou Sara.'*' 1169 
miles below its source, and 771 above St. Louis, are the I^lls of St. Anthony. 
Here the river is about 600 yards wide, and is precipitated over a ledge of 
limestone, 17 feet high. The scenery around the falh is grand and imposing. 
Below this point, the river is b9un(ied by Utoestohe Huffs, from 100 to 400 feet 
high, and first begins to exhibit islands. Its current is broke by the Rapids, at 
the mouth of the Rock river and Bes Moines, which partially obstruct navigatiroHi 
for a portion of the summer. 

The scenery along the Upper, or "RcfA Rivet Rapids, Is verrfinc.' On the 
Western side, the land rises in gentle slopes, which are terminated in the dista&ee

which, sender it a matter of considerable difficulty, in i^ome places, to navigate 
p boat '< In its course, accidental circumstances shift the impetus of its our* 
l^nt, and propel it upon the pmhl of an island, bend, or sand-bar. . In these in* 
9tian<ceS| it t^rs up. the island, removes the sand-bars, and sweeps away the tendej^i 
alluvial soil of the bends, with all their trees, and deposits the spoils. in anothei^ 
flaee. At the aeason.of .higl^ watei;s, nothing i« more familiar tp the eain of the 
people m the riyer, than, the deep crash of a ^ndslip, in whic& larger, or ^malle^ 
jnasses of the soil on the banjos, with all the trees, are plunged into the streaoi. 
Such is its character,, fro^i the ^b^puri to the Balize— a wild, fu^rious^ ^^^^^ 
iqag river^ never navigated safely. . . , , : .^

Juate ideas of its grandeyr, and the amoi^int of water which it, carries. If ii 
e in the sp^i^g, wnen tbe river below the mouth of the 0>iols generally over 
its banks, although the sheet of, waiter that is making its way to the gulf, id, 
perhaps, 30 miles wide, yet, j&ndiig its way through deep forests and swampsi 
t^ conceal ap, from Ae eyse, no expanse et water is seen, but the width, that 
js iCurved out, betweei^ the outline (^ woods on either bank; aiid it seldom 
exceeds, and oftener falls short of a mile.

<< From t}ie, sources of the riv^ to the mouth o^ the Missouri, t^e annual {bod 
ortlinariJy commences in March, and'does Hot suliskle nntfl* We im tt jfay, iind 
its^ medial height is^l6 feet. At the lowt.st sl^igt^^, 4 feet of wuter may be found 
from the rapids of Des Mi>iiJC3 to the mouth of the Mij^souH. Between that 
point and the mouth of tlje Ohio^ there are 6 fi^et in the channel of the BhaHow- 
est places at ^w water; and the annual inundation may be estimBted at 25 fecL 
Between the mouth of the Ohii> and th^ Bt. Franci.^T there are various shoal places, 
where pilots are often perplexed to find a suffioTeQt depth of water, when the river 
13 low.

From t^enc^ to New Orle^ns^, the banks 6f the river are lined with a successioii 
of fiiie plantations and dwellings, delightfhlly surrounded with shrubbery. From 
Columbia, Arkansas, the forest of cotton and other trees presents a most singula^ 
appearance, being, in many places, covered with a peculiar kind of moss, which de- 
pends from the branches, in loi^g, thick mass^, ana gives an almost funereal aspeci 
td them.

75 per cent of pure lead. Galena was first settled in 1820^ and was then an 
outpqgt in the wilderness.

There Is a recess in this rock 
called Black Ifawk*ii Qive^ where^ it is said, he oft^n concealed himself. It was 
here tlmt Col. Davenport was murdered, July, 1845, by a party of lawless wretch* 
es. The Mississippi at this point 13 tery rapicl; it falls 21 feet lOf inches in the 
distance of 15 mi lea. Ledges of rock extend across the river, and, at low water, 
greatly obstruct the navigiition.

It 
is faTorably situated for trade, and has an excellent landing. Alton m- the ter- 
minus of the Chioeeoand Mississippi Railroad, also of the Tor r(: ITaiLta & Alton 
Bailroad. Population about 5000. This city i# suifroundcd^ for »t\ aiu^ mile% in 
extent, with one of the finest bodies of timber ^ the State. Bitumiiipus «oal 
exists in great abundance only a short distance from Hie town . I nex h a us (|b|l beds 
of limestone, for building purposes, and easily quarried, are within it^ pMeinets. 
A species of freestone, easily dressed, and used for monuments and aiT^itectiilal 
purposes, and that peculiar species of lime, used for water-cetiieDt, are founi in 
great abundance, in the Ticinity. The corporate bounds extend 2 mila along 
Uia riyer, and half-«-Bile back. The city plat was laid out, by tlu^ proprietorsi 
upon a liberal soale. There are 6 squares reserred for public purpof^es, and a 
laige reserration was made on the river for a public luiding and promeaiuiw.^

Bsmec^ St Louis, in honorof Louis XV of France, and in Itee,, 1763^ ^ had a 
vortion of the ground, on which it stands, cleared, and returned to Fort Ohartres, to 
^Va preparation fw Um establishment of his new colony. He wa^ accompaaied in 
his Tittt V *^o 7««« «^^ ®^ ^^ Orleans, Auffustua ^ Pierre Choatsas, 
iriMmi he ckspatehed, in the February following, with men ru<1 materiaLi to com- 
plete the setdement. During the summer of 1764, man^ of the French from 
tiie yicinity of Fort Chartres, removed to St. Louis. This emigration was soon 
checked by the cession of H^ territory to the King r f Spam. It was nol, 
howeyer, until 1770 that Spain obtained possession of 6t Lam i. In 1771, it 
«>ntained 120 houses, mostly of stone, and a population of about 8CW), ezolusiya 
of 160 negroes ; the whites being mostly French. . • , ^ 

In 17W, the garrison consisting of only 50 or 60 men, was attacked by a 
Imss body of Indians, numbering from 900 Vr 1500. *^Th© women and 
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ebildren wbo Gonld not take part in the ekfense, took shelter in the house at 
Angnste Chooteau, whifst all tl^ase^^both ^e1^ and women , who were within th« 
palisadeS; eoinineDce<l so Tigorous a. reghtanca, that tlie enemj WM forced to 
retreat. But, with their characteristic ferocity, threw them selves upon those oi 
the inhabitants, who engaged in the ouUiTa^tion of tli'.'ir fields, had not time to 
reach the palisades, and it h said thut 60 were killed and 13 made prisoners. 
The jear this aUztek took pluce is called bj the Frcnoh, '^ VAnee du Grand 
Cbtip— the year of the great blow." 

After this, tho inhubiLint.^ finding their garri^oti insu&ient to protect them, 
sent Mr. A. Choure:iu to Now Orleans for a^istance. Cni/^it was made com- 
mander of St. Louis, and a woekIoh fort erected on the most eleyated spot 
within the city, upon which several hiavj pit^ee? of ordnance were mounted, and 
still later, 4 stone turrets were added ^ froiu wiiich cro£i3 fire^ covdd^ be kept up. 
No traces of this fortificntjou nro noT^ to be scon. 

St Lomis is the cDpitol of St. Louis co., Mr».^ and th^ IaT;gest town in the 
State, situated in Lat, 38° 37' north. It rost.^ on a bed of limestone rising from 
20 to 60 feet abov£ the floods of the {^lissi&^ippi. At tbi^ elevation an extensive 
plain opens to view. The city extends along the river ti or 7 miles. Some of 
the prominent buildings of St. L<>ul8 are^ a splendid court-house, erected at a 
cost of over half a mill ton of dollars, the Planter" a IlousOf United States Hotel, 
Virginia Hotel, Miesouri Hotejj City Hospt^l, 3Iiirino Hospital, Home for the 
Friendless, Church of the Messiah (Unitariai])^ Catholic Cathedral, St. George's, 
Church (EpiscopEil)^ and Uie U. S. Ai^oual St. Louis contains about 60 
churches, of diflereiit deaominationB| tbe Unrveraily of Bt. Louis, the Missouri 
University, a Mercantile Library AssneiaUon, in a very flourishing condition, 
with a large and incrcaaiug library and fine reading^ room. The public schodb 
receive the iqpeciaL attention of the citizens; a liirge numh^T of pupils are in 
daily attendance^ and the Beminaries and private schools are, abb, well 
patronised. There arc some 25 or 30 printing offices in St. Louis, a number of 
them issuing daily, tri*weekly, and weekly newspapers^ with a large ^rculatioB. 
The city is supplied with wafcer^ from reservoirg, forced up fr(|m the river by 
stationary engines, and distributed through iron pipes. 

The location of 8t. Louia, for commerce^ is i^coud to none in the West. It 
is the center of an i[imicQse and fertile region^ watered by the largest rivers in 
the world. There? arc^ a vast number of Btcauiboats in its trade, many of them 
of the largest classj uiivigating the riyers from near the Alleghany to the Rocky 
Mountains, and from the northern lakes to tho Gulf of Mexico. The flouring,, 
the pork packing, and the sugar refining business, are carried on here very eiLten- 
sively, and a great number of important manufacturing estarblishments on a hurx# 
scale. The terminus of the St. Louis and Pacific liailroad, is here; and the 
Ohio & Mississippi Eailroad, and otbera^ have their terminus in Ulinms^ 
apposite. 

The population of the city baa in creased rapidly : in ISIO, it was less than 
2000; in 1880, it was 7000 j in, 1840, it was 16000; iu 1845, 85,000; in 
1850, 70000; in 1852^ about &0000^ and it is now estimated at over 100,000. 

Illinoistown, St. Clair co., IlL, on the east side of the Missassippi, oppontt 
Si. Louis, is the weatern terminus of Ihe Ohio & Misaissippi Railroad. Pc^^ubi* 
tbn about 600. 

Cahokia, 4 miles helow, in St, Claar co,^ TIL, is one of the oldest settlement^ 
in the State. It wai^ occupied by the Caoquias^ a tribe of Illinois Indians, long 
before the discovery of the Mississippi, The French settled on it shortly after 
La Salle descended the Mississippi, probably about the year 1683. In 1766, il 
contained 40 &milies, and now about 50. The majority of the houses are buih 
of pickets, one story high; havii^g psxs&aa on each side^ aud^ being white-washed| 
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preieiit a pleasant appearance. The iidiatataiito are principally Frencb. By 
an act of Congress^ passed in 1788| a grant of 400 acres of land, adjoining the 
village, was made to each family. The situatioli is somewhat eteTated, but nn- 
healthy, and Americans seldom pass a 8ea|K)n id it willMNit sofTering from the 
miasma of the surrounding ponds. 0ton# eoal is' found in the vicinity. 

Oarondalet, St. Louis co.. Mo., formeriy called Vide Poche (emptv pocket), 
1 mile below, is a small village principally occupied by the I'rench; who supply 
vegetables for the St. Loub market It was settled in 1767. 

Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis co., 5 miles below, is one of the most exten- 
sive U. S. militarv establishments in ibe West, and has a large cavalry school 
attached, from which the mounted troops upon the frontiers are supplied. 

Karamoe XiTer, rises in Crawford and Washington counties, Mo., and flows 
north-east, then south-east, and enters the Mississippi .9 miles below Jeiferson 
Barracks. It is navigable some 60 miles. ,

Selma, 2 miles below, in same co.^ has a good landing, and carries on consid- 
erable trade in lead. Shot are also made here in large quantities. Population 
about 400. 

Bush Tower, 4 miles below^ in ^itu/^ co., is a sinall village. 

Port Chartres, 9 miles below, in Eandolph co:» HI., was an old Fi^nch fort 
built in 1720, as a defence against the Spaniards. It was taken possession of 
by the English in 1765 by virtue of the treaty of Fontainbleau. It is now a 
heap of ruins. The waCs are fast crumbling away^ and vines and trees are 
m>nnging up around these ^'eI)cfuble remains. This fort was designed to be the 
strongest on the continent : Its wall^ were built of solid masonry, in quadrangular 
f<xrm, 490 feet in circumfermce. It was the head quarters of the commandant 
in uppeTljOuisiattayand tlie center of fashion in the We^t. 

St. Genevieve, capitol of St. Genevieve CO., Mo., 11 miles below, is pleasant- 
ly situated, and a place of considerable buainess. It ex|K»rts large quantities cf 
lead, iron, copper, limestone and a white sillcious t^and, a very &ie article used 
at Pittsburgh and other places for mal^in^ ghBii. 8t. Genevieve was settled by 
the French about 1750. It cnn tains the usual county buildings^ and 2 printing 
offices. Population about 200D, Directly b:ick of tliia town, a few miles, is 
Potosi. It is located in the fioeat miQeral district in the United States. The Iron 
Mountain, the greatest nuturol curiosity in the West^ is in the dbimty; This 
mountain is said to be an almost solid mass of ore. 

St. Kary's Landing, 10 miles below, in eame county; is a small village. 
' Pratt's Landing, Ferry co,, Mo., 2 miles Inflow, \& k small place. 

Kaskaskia Kiver , enters the Mi&sisslppi from Illinots, 8 milm below. (Sea 
page 79.) This is the southern terminua of the gre^t Ajnerican Bottom^ wnioh 
extends northerly, on the river, for 80 miles. 

Ckaster, Bandolph co., 111,^ 1 mile balow the, mouth of the Kaskaskia nver. 
The town is built on an elevated bottomi and ft tW commercial depository of a 
fine country. It is a flourishing plaea. ' Poputatien a}K)ut 1000. 
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Mary*! BiTar, 4 miles beloW^fi'sda m luinois and flows scmth-west into Um 
Misswippi. It is a small stream, and %<A navi^aUe. 

Port Perry, Perry oo., Mo., 3 miles bdon^i^ a small Tillage.

]>eTil*i Bake<o¥en and Grand ToweTi 5 and 6 mitos below> Tbe^ 
are names given to a portion of a gigantic range of rocks, rising to a coni^iderabk 
height on both sidey of thi? rivftr^ nenrly midway between St Louig and the mouth 
of the Ohio. The summita of thi^ range are eovered with vegetation, which 
looks smilingly down upon the water as it dashes ag3,inst its base. The cnr- 
rent here is very pwift; and by ita force and constant weanng away of the 
elilEi, it has separated a large portion ^ which stands, like a gigantic eolumn in the 
midst of the wavea. Such is ** Grand Towejt/' which riBeB nearly 50 feet abovo 
ike snr&ee of the river. 

Those hardy boat^nen, wh<^ navigatod our western waters before the introdu<y 
tion of steam, dreaded this p!ace more than any other on the river. The only 
way they could ascend the river, was to pull their boats along the IlHnoss shor* 
by means of rope?. The Indians, who were always on the lookout for plunder, 
would conceal them selves in the bushes, audj when a favorable opportunity 
offered, fall upon thr;ni. Thus roany valuable lives and cargoes were lost, in 
attempting that which steam now performs in perfect safety,

natural ouriositiegp The wat^jr has wnrn the rocks into regular shapes, representing 
continuous rows of cornice work and other arehit^jctural devices of the greatest 
beauty, which hang majestically over the river. 

Bainbridge, 6 miles below, in Cape Girardeau co.^ Mo-

Cape Girardeau p in the county of the same name, 10 miles below. It hai 
a number of good stores and mills, 2 academies, 3 schools, and 1 convent. It 
k ^e seat of St, Mary's college, founded in 1830 ; which now has a president, 
5 professors, and li libmry of 2500 flumes. Population 1500. The coantry 
around it is very fertile, and thickly inhabited, for forty or fifty milos back, tg 
the New Madrid scttlcinetits. ^ - 

Thebes, 9 miles below, capital of Alexander eo,, lU- ^"^^ 

Vew Yorky nearly opposite Thebes, in Soott oo., Mo. 

Oommeree, 3 miles below, in same oo., conts^ins a number of stores. It tar 
considerable trade^ and a fine region of country back* Population about 400- 

Bew Philadelphia, 7 miles below, in same eo. 

Ohio City, Mississippi co., Mo., 21 miles below, is a flourisbtng fSaet| 
nearly opposite Cairo and the mouth of the Ohio river. 

Ohio Biter, and Cairo — (See pages 88 and 122.) 
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Island Vo. 1, 6 miles below the &oath of Ihe Ohio, opposite Irhioh, in 
Kentaekj, a Hbort distance from the river, are M remains or ^Fori Jefferson, 
erected by Gen. Georgt Eogers Otark, in the ^mg of 1780. This fort was 
built by order of Gov. Jefferson, oi yirgiiu%^ order to protect the navigation 
of the Mississippi^^ j«d secare it to that State, in which this territory was then 
included.

Biekwith's, 7 miles below, in saide co., is a small vil^ge. 

BaldwinsTille^ d milos below^ in same co.^ h a small pWe. Population 
about 200. 

Columbus, 4 milas below, eapitDl of Balljird en., Ky. It contains several 
extensive wareboui^eH, and » pf>pulatioa of about 600. Just above it are the 
Iron bank.^ extending alnng the river, on tbe siiine sMe, for about 2 miles. Thejf 
derive tbe nimie from the colnr of they banlcH n^aembling iron rust. 

Hickman^ formerly Mills Pol at, countj geat of Fulton co., Ky., 20 miles 
below^ is a €ountibing town. It contain') 10 or 12 stores, an 1 commission and 
forwarding bouses, 2 or 3 cburclieSt a printing office^ a large tobacco eleniery, and 
a bank. Jiarge quantities of tobnoen, corn, cotton, cattle, poultry, &c., are 
a nun ally shipped from bere, it being the depot for the products of a large and 
fertile section of country. It l«i tbe starting point for tbe stage route to 
Kaslivillf. Population about GOO. 

New Madrid, 44 miles below, is tbe cnnnty eeat of New Madrid oo., Mo* 
It carries on a. large trnde in shipping produce, cattle, lujnbcr, i&c. It has a 
prill Hng office und a population of about 600, Tbis point was the soene of a 
violent earthf[uake in 181 L Tbe folbiwiug account of it is from the pen of 
Pr Hi Id re th of Marietta^ O., and publi.-^hed in Pevkini' Annala of the West. 

*^ Tbe center of it?i violenre was thought to be near tbeTjittla Prairie, 25 or 30 
miles below Ncav Madrid — the vibrations from which wgre felt all over thefallej 
of the Ohio, as high up ai4 Pittsburgh. * * * * ^^^ MiidriJ, haviug suffisred 
more than any oilier to;rn on the Mitisiasippi from its effects, was considered ae situ- 
ated near tbe flicuf*, from wliencc the nudulations proceed (?d. From an r^ ye- witness, 
who waa then about 40 niih^s below that towij, in a flat-boat, on his waj to New 
Orleans, with a load of product?, nnd wlio narrated the scene to nic, the at^itation 
which ci^invul^cd tbe e^irth nnd the vaiere of tbe niighty Miflsigsippi, filled eyery 
living crciiture wieIi btirror, Tiic first sliock took place in tbe night (Dec* 16, 1811), 
vhilc the hii;it wa.^ lylug at tbe ^lurn^^ in coiupany with several others. At this 
period, there wasd;iugcr appreheudt^d from the Southern Indit\na, it b«^iug l|ooil 
after the battle of Tippeciiuoe, and for safety &ever:il boata kept in company; for 
mutual defense, in esj^e of an eittsu k. In the middle of the night, there was a 
terrible sbr>cli and jjirriog of the boat.^, so th;it the crew^ were all awakened^ and 
lurried on deck, with their vrcii pn a b of defense in their Ufluds, tbinkiug the 
IndiaUH were runbing on bortrU, The ducks, geeae, Bwaus, and Yariou^ other 
aqnatic birda, wboae uumberlesri flijckis were quietly resting in the eddies of the 
river, were thrown iuta the greatest tumult, and, with loud screams, es pressed 
their ahirms in accents of terror. The noise and commotion soon becanie liushed, 
and Dotbing conld be discovered to cjtoite apprehenision ; so that tln^ b^mtmen 
concluded that the aliock was oeeasi^med by the fLvUiug in of a l^trge maj^s of the 
bunk of tbfi river near them* As Boon as it wxw light enough to distinguish ob- 
jects, the crews were all up, making ready to depart. Directly a loud roaring 
and hissing was heard, lilfee tehe escape of steam from a boiler, accompanied bj 
the most violent agitation of the shores, e|nd tremeiidous boiling up of the waters 
of the Mississippi, in huge swells rolling ^he, waters below, back on the descend- 
ing stream^ and tossing the boats about so yiolentlj that the men^ with difficulty.

The watdr of 
the river, which, the day before, waa tcAerably clear/ beiag rather low, ohanged 
to a reddish hne, and beoame thick with mud, th^oifk up from its bottom; while 
the surface, lashed yiolentlj bj tbf agitation of the iiarth beneath^ waa eoyered 
with foam, which, gathering into masses the size of a barpfl, ^nated along oa tbe 
trembling surface. The earth on the shores opened in wide &iNircs, and, closing 
again, threw the water, sand, and mud', in huge jeta^ higher thaaHhe torn of the 
trees. The atmosphere was filled with a thick vapor, (Vh^^^to wkicb -^e light 
imparted a purpk tinge, altogether difTerent, in Qppear^iaoe,^^!^ the i^Uumnal 
haae of Indian eommer, or that of mioke. From ^h temporary aheck tf tha 
furrent, by the heaTiiig up of iho battoiiif the siukia;; of the W^k^ anil i^D<f1bara 
kito tbe bed of the stream^ the river rose^ in a few niiuutes 5 or G (^l] aa J, im- 
patient of the restraint, agaia rushed forward with re(l!ni]:)kii iuipetuosityj 
hnrryiag along the boats^ bow act loose by the horror-titL\]ck bot^taieAj as iu leas 
danger on the water than at the bhare, whci e tlio buuk^ tUieat»Dc:d every mi^ment 
4o destroy them by the falling earth , or ClUtj tliccii iJown in the vprtices of the 
risking masses. Many buat^ wck! ovcrwhcltuod in this^mautiGr^ and their crews 
peiAshed with them. It required the utmost ox«^rtioD8 of the men, to keep the 
boat, of whieh my ijjformaDt was the owner j in the middle of the river, aa far 
from the shores, ^Dd-bars, aod i^landa, aa they oould.

the Mississippi. * * * 'Phe sulphurated gafises that were diauharj^ed during 
the shocks, tainted the air with their noxious e^uvia, aod so strongly impregnated 
the water of tbe river, to tbe distance of 1&(I juilea btduw, that it eould hardly be 
used for any purpose for several days. New M;idrid, which stood on a bluff, 15 
or 20 feet above the summer floods^ sunk so Inw, that the Xi^xi rl^o eo veered it to 
the depth of 5 fee^ The bottom i of several fiae lakes in the viciaity were 
^yated, so as to bueouio dry land, and have ^lace been planted with com.'' 
Slight oecilladou.s and ehoekss eontinued to be fcEt for years, along this region.

Ashport, Lauderdale co., Tenn.^ 2 miles below, near the lower end of Uie 
Canadian E^Eush. It has several wftrehooses and a steam saw-mill. Population 200. 

Osceola, 12 miles below, eounty seat of Mississippi co.^ Ark., is a smatt 
village/ just at the head of Plum Point Bars, 

Plum Point.— This is one of the most difficult {^aces to pass on the 
Mississippi. From the frequent changes in the channel, bars have been thrown 
up, in which a larg^ amount of drift has become imbedded, rendering navigation 
very difficult. Quite a number of of boats have been lost here* 

1st Chickaiaw Bluff, 6 miles below. These bluffs, which are 4 in 
number, are merely ordinary banks, extending for a few miles alon^ the river. 
The highest is elevated about 30 feet above high water mark. After passing 
these banks; the country bordering on the river is very low. 

Fulton » Lauderdale eo«, Tenn., 4 miles below, on the lower extremity of Uie 
Ist Chickasaw Bluff. It contains several warehouses, and a number of dwellings 
1^ has some trade in cotton. It is supported by a rich country. Population 400. 

Hatchee Elver enters the Mississippi 10 miles below Fulton. It rises 
in Mississippi, and flows through Hardeman and Haywood counties, Tenn., and 
is the boundary line between Lauderdale and Tipton counties, Tenn, It is 
navigable to Bolivar^ the c&txaty seat of Hardeman co., about 75 miles. 

Eandolph, Tipton co., Tenn., at the mouth of the Hatchee river, near the 
head of the 2d Chickasaw bluff. Large quantities of eotton are shipped from 
this place. * 

Peoan Point, 10 miles below, in Mississippi co., Ark. 

3rd Chickasaw Bluff, 10 miles below. This bluff is separated from 
the main channel of the river by a slough, which is only iMtvigable in high stagey 
of water. 

Greenock, Crittenden co., Ark.^ 27 miles below is a small village. Popu^ 
lation about 2m^ 

Mound City, 12 i^iles below, in sameco. 

Wolf EiTer rises in^ the northern part of the State of Mississippi, and flows 
in a westerly direction till it joins the Mississippi just above Memphui. It isnol 
navigable. 

Memphis, 8 miles below Mound eity, in Shelby co., Tenn., is beauUfuUy 
situated on the 4th Chickasaw Blxjpp, just below the mouth ci Wolf river. 
This spot was formerly the site of Fort Assumption, used for the purpose of 
protecting the country agunst the Chickasaws, to chastise whom a French army 
ei nearly^ 4000, white, red, and black, were gathered here. They remained in a 
state of inactivity, from the summer of 1739 to the spring of 1740, during which 
time, hundreds of them sickened and died, when in March of the last named 
yew, peace was concluded. The bluff, on which Memphis stands, is 30 feet 
above the highest floods, Mid its base is washed by the river, for a distance of 3 
miles, while a bed ef sand-stone, the only known stratum of rocks below the 
Ohio, juts into -^ stream and forms a convenient landing. From the Ohio to 
Yicksburgh, axUstauce of 600 mileS; it is Uie (miy site for a commercial mart^ on

eiUMr ride of ihe Miasssippi. The beauUfbl eitaatioa of Memphifly and its een- 
neetioii with a fine eonntrj, together with the great distanoe from any other 
point on the riyer, where a large city can be built, giye it sapericnr adyantages. 
Immense quantities of cotton are grown in the inteHor coontry, and this is the 
principal mart and shipiMUg pdnt few it 120,000 bales are annually shipped 
firom this place. It contains 6 or 7 churches, 2 medical schools, a number of 
private schools, a large numbo* of stores and extensiye warehouses, 6 or 8 
printing offices, and a population of about 14,000. Memphis is the western 
terminus of the Memphis k Charleston Railroad. 

Pickering, 2 miles below, in same^o^ contains several large commisrioo 
houses. It ha« an excellent landing. 
Or ays on, Crittenden co.. Ark., 6 miles below. 
Sbrfolkt 2 miles below, in De Soto co.. Miss., r% a small Tillage. 
Blne'i Point, 18 miles below, in Crittenden eo., AA. 
Commeree, De Soto co., Miss., 2 miles below, is a small village. 

Amitim, county seat of Tunica co., Miss., 6 miles below, is a flourishing 
town. Population about 300. 

St. Franeii Biver enters the Missisrippi from Arkansas, 20 miles below 
Austin. It rises in Missouri, and flows almost parallel with the Missisnppi for a 
great distance, and drains the lakes and cypress swamps along its course. Its 
whole length is about 450 miles, and for 150 miles it is navigable at some sea- 
moB of the year. 

Sterling, Phillips co., Arkansas, is a small trading post, at the mouth ai 
the St Francis river. 

Helena, county seat of Phillips co., Ark., 10 miles below, is a flourishinp 
town. It contains a court-house, a jail, a U. S. land office, and several printing 
dBoes. In the summer of 1852, Hdena was nearly destroyed by fire. Popula- 
tion about 500. There is a very handsome range of hills immediately badL ol 
it— the only <mes seen along the river for some distance. Considerable cotton, 
brought down the St Francis river, and from the interior oountiy, is 8hi|^)ed 
from this place. 

Tazoo Pan or Bayoa, 8 miles below, in Koahoma co., connects the Mis- 
sissippi river with the Tazoo river at this point, enabling flat-boats to pass through 
an immense section of fertile country, on the latter river, a distance of nearly 300 
miles. Extensive cotton plantations are all along the course of the Tazoo. 

Belt at capital of Koahonut co., Bfiss., on the lower side of the bayou, is a 
small village. 

Prier*i Point, 6 miles below, in same county. 

Horie-Skoe Bend and Cut-off, just below. This is a large bend <tf 
the river, so called from its resembluice to a hcHrse-shoe. A cut-off has been 
made across it 

Old Town, Phillips co., Ark., 3 miles below. 

. Barney's, 10 miles below, in same co. 

I Concordia, Bolivar co.. Miss., 30 miles below, is a small village. 

Montgomery's Point, 10 miles below, in Desha co., Ark., is the landing 
place for goods destined to the White river country. 

Tietoria, opposite, in Bolivar co.^ AOss., is also a landing point ios the in* 
toiw country. 
It was near this point thai the great De Soto first bdield the Mississipin, soma- 
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where between Helena and the monjth ef White river. This expedition, ever 
memQrable in the history of our oonntry, sailed Irom Havana on the 12th of May, 
1539. After a voyage of two weeks, the fleet landed in a small bay on the eoast 
ef Florida. Sired by a thirst for gokl, and ambitious to be the first discoverers 
of the country, they eagerly plunged into the wilds of Florida and began their 
search for gold. The natives opposed them at every step. In order to moke 
himself as secure as possible, De Soto always oontrived to get possession of the 
chief of the country through which he was pasi^ng, whom he held a prisoner, as 
security for the good conduct of his people. After wandering about for more 
than 2 years, through a populous and hostile country, he at length reached the Mis- 
sissippi. He crossed the river and wandered about Arkansas, in the neighbor- 
hood of White river. Provisions failing, and suffering from the coldness of the 
winter, he again directed his course toward the Misossippi, which he reached 
about 20 miles below the mouA of the Arkansas river. The &tigues and disap- 
pointments of the expedition began to weigh so heavily on his mind, that they 
brought on a fever, which soon terminated his existence, ^e died at the age of 
42, a stranger in a strange lamd. 

White Biver enters th^ Mississippi from Arkansas, 4 miles below Victoria. 
(See page 79.) 

Arkaniai Biver empties into the Mississippi 16 miles below the mouth 
of White river. (See page 80.) 

Hapoleony just below the mouth of Arkansas river, in Desha eo.. Ark., is 
the depot and landing place for goods destined for, ^id produee brought down, 
that river. The U. S. Government has established a marine hospital here. Pop- 
ulation about 1100. 

Bolivia, capital of Bolivar eo.. Miss., 13 miles below the mouth of Ar- 
kansas river, is a small place. 

Gaines* Landings Chicot co.. Ark., 35 miles below. 

Colnmbia^ 18 miles below, is the county seat of Chicot co., Aric. It is a 
very pleasant place, containing % number oi stores, a court-house, and a popu* 
lation of about 400. Here commences the great cotton growing region, and the 
banks of the river are almost one succession of plantations. Just below this 
commences the growth of the Spanish moss. 

Point Chicot, 4 miles below, in Ark., was fctfmerly the county seat oi 
Chicot CO. 

Greenville, 4 miles below, county seat of Washington co., Miss., is a small 
village. Population about 300. 

Worthington Landing, 22 miles below in Washington co., Miss. 

Grand Lake Landing, 6 miles below, in Chicot co.. Ark. Grand Lake 
is a short distance bafck of the landing. 

Princeton, county seat of Washington co., Miss., 4 miles below, is a 
landiug point for the plantiitioos in the neighborhood of Lake Washington, 5 
miles in the interior. It is a small village. Population about 300. 

Bnnche*s Bend and Cut-off is 10 miUp below Princeton. This cut-off 
runs through a swamp, and is but a few miles across ; while the main channel 
€ows round a circular bend of nearly 18 miles. 

Providence, 19 miles below, capital of Carroll parish. La., is a very hand- 
some village, and has considerable trade in shipping cotton and supplying the 
Elanters in the interior. Population about 350. Just back of the town is the 
ike, from which it derives its name, on the banks of which there are a number 
of fine cotton plantations. On the opposite side of the river, is a very large, 
fine plantation, with a number of houses and negro quarters, giving it v^a 
appearance of a town. 
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TallalulEi coital of Issaquena oo.^ Mks., 5 miles below, k h small 
place. Populatioii aboni250. 

Tompkiniville, 10 miles below, in Carroll parish, La., is a nea^ liUle 
place, extending for some distance along the riyer, and containing the residences 
of a number of wealthy planters. 

Brunswick Landing, 14 miles below, in Issaquena co.. Miss. 

Campbellsville, 10 miles below, in Carroll parish. La. 

MiliikinsTille, La., 2 miles below, is a large settlement of planters^ with 
many fine residences. 

Young's Point, 6 miles below, in Madison parish. La. 

Taioo Biver enters the Mississippi, from the State of that name, nearly 
^posite Young's Point. (See page 81.) 

Walnut Hills, 10 miles below the moutii of Yaioo riyer, in Warren co.. 
Miss., extend alcmg the riyer for about 2 miles. They rise to the height of near 
500 feet, and display the finest scenery on the lower Mississippi. They are undw a 
state of high oultiyation, which renders them yery attractiye in their appearance. 

y ioksbnrgh, 2 miles below, capital of Warren co., Miss., is built on a hill, 
the h^hest point df which is nearly 300 feet aboye the riyer. It was settled in 
1824 by Neiyitt Tick, Esq., and became a city in 1836. This City is the depot (^ 
all the Tazoo country. The soil is exceedingly fertile, producing abundant crops 
oi grain, cotton and tobacco. About 100,000 bales of cottcm are annually ship- 

ri from Yicksburgh to New Orleans. It contains a court-house, 5 or 6 churches, 
academies, a theater, and seyeral public and priyate schools, and 3 printing 
offices. Population about 4000. 

The city presents a fine yiew from the river; the location being high, and the 
houses built in terraces on the side of the hill, giye the whole a l^uCifiiil appear- 
ance. A railroad extends to Jackson, the capitol of the State, 46 miles in the in- 
terior. The Mississippi riyer is some 300 feet deep at this point. 

Warrentown, 10 miles below, in Warren co.. Miss., is a pleasant town. 
Population about 300. 

Palmyra Settlement, 15 miles below in same county. 

Hew Carthage, Madison parish, La., nearly opposite, is a raiall yillage. 

Point Pleasant, 10 miles below in Tensas parish. La. 

Big Blaok Biver, rises in Choctaw co., Miss., and after a course of about 
200 imies, enters the Mississippi 14 miles below Point Pleasant. It flows, mostly 
through a leyel and fertile region, chiefly occupied by cotton plantaticms. It is 
nayigable for some 60 miles. The point at which this riyer joms the Mississippi 
is called Grand Gulf, and the town of 

Orand Onlf, is situated 2 miles below, in Claiborne co., Miss. It is yery 
pleasantly situated, on an eleyated bank, and has considerable trade in cotton, 
and also in supplies for the neighboring plantations. It contains 2 or 3 churches 
a town hall, a hospital, a theater, a cotton press, a steam saw and grist mill, and 
ajpopulation of about 1000. 

Bayou Pierre empties into the Mississippi 10 miles below. Keel-boats 
can ascend it as far as Port Gibson, which is a flourishing town, 28 miles from its 
mouth. It is the county seat of Claiborne co.. Miss., and contains a population 
of about 1200. 

Brninsburgh, Claiborne co.. Miss., is a small place at the mouth of Bayoa 
Pierre. 

St Joieph, capital of Tensas parish. La., 6 miles below, is a small yillage. 
It contains a court-house and a number of stores. Population 200. 
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Bodney, Jefferson co.. Miss., 4 miles below, is a pleasant towB; oontaimiig a 
printing office, a number of stores and warehouses. Population about 500. 

Natclies, 41 miles below, capital of Adams co., Miss., is built mostly on a 
kigh bluff, near 200 feet above tbe river, and is the largest town in the State. 
It was founded by D'Iberville in 1700. That portion of the city on the mar- 
gin of the river is termed " Natchez, under tub Hill." MoBt of the heavy 
mercantile business is done in this part of the town. The upper town stands 
on the bluff. From this point a fine view of the surrounding country can be ob- 
tained. As far as the eye can reach, along, the margin of the river, it beholdf 
rich and well-cultivated plantations ; while, bey<Niid this, mingling with the yae 
mists that float along the edge of the horizon, nothing can be seen but a bound- 
less waste of deep and impenetrable swamps. The streets are generally regular 
and broad. In 1840, a severe tornado sw«pt over this city and destroyed a hurge 
amount of property. This city is one of the principal cotton port« on the Missis- 
sippi ; the streets are often rendered impasnUe by the piles of cotton bales wait- 
ing to be shipped. The city contains a large number of stores, 5 or 6 churches, 
4 banks, a hospital, an orphan asylum, several seminaries and public schools, a 
Masonic hall, a number of steam mills, and 4 or 5 printing offices. 

Natchez carries on an extensive inland and foreign trade: many large vessels 
eome up to the town, receive their freight, and sail to foreign ports. There are 
several large founderies here, which are extensively enraged in making engines, 
cotton presses, and sugar mills. . Population, about 7000. 

D'Iberville, whose name occupies a large space in tlie early hbtory of our coun- 
try, and especially in those events which transpired on the lower Mississippi, was 
no ordinary man. No where did he display himself to more advantage, thsm in 
the discovery of the mouth of the Mississippi, the last great act in his event- 
ful life. He set sail for the Mississippi on the 17th of October, 1698, with 2 
frigates, 2 small vessels, and about 200 settlers. On the 2d of March they suc- 
ceeded in entering this mighty river in two small barges ; they probably pro- 
ceeded as far as the mouth of Red river, and t^en retumed« by way g( the bayou 
which bears his name, and Lakes Pontc^rtrain and Maurepas, to St. Louis bay. 
After building a fort, taid leaving his two brothers in command, he sailed fcnr 
France. 

In December, 1099^ D'lbarville returned from Europe, with new plans of col- 
onization. In company with his brother, he ascended this great river for the pur- 
pose of selecting a site for a town. When he arrived in the country of the 
Natchez, the Great Sun, their principal chief, came out to welcome them. A 
high bluff, on which Natchez now stands, was selected, and called Rosalie, in 
honor of the Countess Pontchartrain. The fort, however, was not built till 1716, 
16 years after the selection of the site. Up to this time, no permanent settle- 
ment had been made at Natchez. The few traders and hunters who had taken 
up their abode among the Indians, did not attempt to form a settlement. But 
after the completion of the fort, the tide of emigration poured in so rapidly, that 
it soon beoame the most important place in Louisiana. 

Yidalia, Concordia parish. La., is a small place, opposite Nat<;hez. It is 
the county seat, and contains a court-hcmse and printing office. 

Ellis* Cliffs is a high ridse on the east side of the Mississippi, 18 miles 
below. They extend for several miles along the river, and tend to relieve the 
eye of the low and monotonous scenery of the lower Mississippi. 

ITniom Point, Concordia parish. La., 3 miles below, is a smsdl town. 

Homochitto River rises in the 8t^« of Mississippi, and flows west into 
the Mississippi river, 23 miles below. It is a small stream, and not navigable. 

Fort Adams I 10 miles below, in Wilkinson co., Miss., is a small village, 
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tnd is ponsidered the port of Woodyille; a thriving town, a diort distance in thd 
interior. ' 

Bed River I upper mouth; enters the Mississippi 11 miles below Port Adams. 
(See page 81.) 

Red River Island and Cnt-off.-^At the mouth of Red river, the main 
channel of the Mississippi m^kes quite a long bend, leaving a very narrow strip 
of land between. Captain Shreve, of Uie United States' Engineers, cut a channel 
across this bend, which, upon admitting the waters, soon became sufficiently wid« 
and deep to allow the largest boats to pass with ease. 

From this point, the waters of the Mississippi no longer flow in one regulai 
channel ; but, separating into a number of branches or bayous, they wend theii 
way through lakes and swamps to the G-ulf, in lines nearly parallel with the 
parent stream, thus dividing the southern part of the State into a number <^ 
islands. The largest of these l)ayous is Atohapalata, which leaves the river 3 
miles below Red river, and pursues a southern course till it falls into Atchafalaya 
bay on the Gulf coast. At Plaquemine, 128 miles below, there is another bayou, 
which also connects with the G-ulf. At Donaldspnville, 81 miles above New 
Orleans, the justly celebrated Bayou La Fourche commences. It can be com- 
pared to nothing but a beautiful ship canal. The plantations along this bayou 
are so numerous that they resemble one continuous town stretching from one 
extremity to the other. On the east, the principal outlet is the Iberville, which 
communicates with the Gulf, through Lakes Maurepas, Pontchartrain, and Borgne. 
The land included between these bayous is called the delta of the Mississippi. 
This land is frequently inundated, and amounts to several thousand square 
miles. To prevent these overflows as much as possible, embankments have been 
thrown up along the river, called the levee. On the east side, the levee com- 
mences about 60 miles above New Orleans, and extends for near 130; on the 
west side it begins at Point Coupee, 172 miles above New Orleans. From this 
point down to New Orleans, the river is lined with beautiful plantations, upon 
which are many flne and costly residences. The whole has the appearance of a 
town, extending along the margin of the river. 

Red River Landing, Point Coupee parish. La., 6 ^niles beloyr? is a small 
place, where those going up Red river usually stop. 

Raeeonrci Bend and Cnt-off, 4 miles below. The cut-off here, was 
made in 1848, by order of the State. The distance by the main channel is 
about 25 miles — ^by the cut-off it is only about half a mile. The width of the 
channel is 400 yards, luid sufficiently deep to admit the largest boats. 

Tunioa Bend is a large bend 6 mOes below. Island number 122 is in the 
the lower part of this bend. 

Bayon Sara, West Feliciana parish, La., 24 miles below, is a flourishing town, 
and a shipping point of large quantities of cottcm. The country through which 
the bayou, of same name, passes, is rich, thickly settled, and under a high state 
of cultivation. 

St. Francis ville, capital of West Feliciana parish. La., just below bayou 
Sara, is a pleasant place, being built mostly on a hill, about 1 mile from the river. 
It is connected with Woodville, a distance of 26 miles, by a Railroad. The 
portion of the town on the hill is well built, and contains several fine houses. 
Along the margin of the river, there are a number of extensive warehouses; 
from which a large amount of cotton is annually shipped. Popuktioa 600. 

Point Gonpee, capital of Point Coupee parish. La., is oppo^te St. Fran- 
cisville. It is a settlement of wealthy planters, mostly French, and extends 
several miles along the river. At this place, the Grrand Levee or embankment 
commences. The tendency of the lower Mississippi to seek now channels to 
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the Gulf) has been apparent for a long time. The o«t-offs that have been made 
abovei though thcj have shortened the distance several milcs^ have, by giving the 
water a more direct course, greatly increased its rapiditj, volume, and pressure 
against its bank^. This is no doubt the cause of the creifas9e, which has often 
been the means of destroying entire plantations, and burying villages in water. 
The land on the river fi-om this point to the Gulf, is, with few exceptions, below 
the^ surface of the water, even at its ordinary stage. 

Waterloo, Point Coupee parish. La., 5 miles below, at the outlet of False 
river. It is a handsome settlement, surrounded by rich and beautiful plantations. 
Population about 800. ^ 

Thompson's Greek, enters the IVljssissip^H from the east a short distance 
above Port Hudson. Jackson, East Feliciana parish. La., is situated on the east 
side of Thompson's creek, about 12 miles from St. Franctsville. It is the seat 
of Louisiana College, founded in 1825, which has an able faculty, and about 2000 
volumes in its libraries. 

Port Hudson, 6 miles below Waterloo, in East Feliciana parish, La., on 
White Cliffs, is a place of considerable business, large amounts of cotton and 
sugar are annually shipped from here. It is at the terminus of the Clinton and 
Port Hudson Kailroad. T^opulation about 300. 

Thomas' Point, is situated in an acute bend of the river, 13 miles below. 

Baton Ronge, 12 miles below, is the capital of Louisiana, and seat of jus- 
tice of Baton Eouge parish. It is pleasantly situated on the last bluff that i» 
seen, in descending the river. The site is 80 or 40 feet above the highest over- 
flow of the river. The bluff rises by a gentle and gradual swell, and the town, 
as seen from the river, in the months when the greatest verdure prevails, ri^ng 
so regularly and beautifully from the banks, with its singularly shaped French 
and ^Mtnish houses, and its green squares, looks like a finely painted landscape. It 
is one of the most beautiful and pleasantly situated places on the lower Mississippi. 

From Baton Bouge to New Orleans, the '' coast,'' as it is called, is lined with 
as fine plantations as there are in the South. Every spot, susceptible of cultiva* 
tion, is transformed into a beautiful garden^ containing specimens of all those 
choice fruits and flowers which flourish only in tropical clings. From the espla- 
nade, the prospect is delightful, commanding a great extent of the coast, with 
its handsome houses and rich cultivation, and an extensive view of the back coun- 
try at the east. 

Baton Rouge contains a fine State-house, a court-house, penitentiary. Baton 
Bouge College, 4 or 5 churches, an extensive U. S. arsenal and barracks, 2 or 3 
printing offices, 2 academies and a number of schools. Population about 5000. 
The penitentiary is a fine brick building, 320 feet long, three stories high, and 
contains 240 cells for convicts. Baton Rouge College has 4 professors, and a 
library of 10,000 volumes. 

West Baton Ronge, is a small place on the opposite side of the river. 

Maneliac, 15 miles below, in East Baton Rouge parish. La., is a small 
{^ce at the mouth of Bayou Manchac. 

Hanchac Bayon leaves the Mississippi at this point. About 20 miles from 
the river it is connected with the Amite river, and by means of Lakes Maurepas, 
Pontchartrain and Borgne, opens a communication with the Gulf. 

Bayon Plaque mine, 8 miles below, affords the best communication to 
the rich settlements of Attakapas and Opelousas. It is navigable for small ves- 
sels for some miles in the interior, and its banks are lined with splendid sugar 
and cotton plantations. 

Plaqnemine, just below, is a pleasant town. Considerable trade with the 
sorronnding plantations is carried on here. It contains a population of about 60(K 
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Iberyille, 10 miles beIow,cip|tal of Iberville parish. 
Bajon Oanle, in fiaioe parisJ^,|LO miles below, is luemall pUoe. 

Bayou La Fourche, 14 jn^et below, leaves the Mississippi at DoDaMflon- 
▼ille, and flows in a'dit^t fiofe to t^e ^nlf. It is very t^cklj settled on both sides, 
by some of the richest planters ,ifi the State. It is navigable during most (^ the 
year for a distance of W'miies.^ ^ j^ 

Donaldsonyille', eapidS'of Ascension parishj^-La., is jnst below Bayou La 
Fourohe. It was fbriierly the <^pital of the State./ It is pleasantly atoated, and 
ii a place of considerable trade and^ealth. Population about 1000. 

JTeffexison College,' fotmded in 1831, is 4 thriving institution, 16 myes 
below, in St. James parish.. 

Bonnet Carre, 24 miles beloyr, is the oapital of St. John the Baptist 
paridi, La. 

Red Chnreh, 16 ^liles below, in St. John the Baptist ij^rish, La. 

Car ronton, 19 miles below, in Jefferson parish, La., is a flourishing town, 
7 miles above New Orleans, with which it is connecte4,by ir Bailroad that runs 
to the center of the city. The OarrolUon Ga^dem are much admired by aU 
who visit them. They 'are pubHo, and laid out with great .taste. Here, amons 
beautiful flowers, thick shrubbery, and finely laid out walk^^d arbors, and 
umbrageous branches of green trees filled with innumei^ble . b|ight-plumaged 
and melodious singing Krds of the South, one may spend a day,^^most oblivious 
of the near vicinity of that great city, with its thousands of inhapitants, gathered 
fipom all countries under the stin.

The 
Bailroad leading from New Orleans to Cjarrollion, passes through it. A steam 
ferry is constantly running fi^m this to ithe opposite ^ihoi^, and another to New 
Orleans. Most of the flat-boa^, bound for New Orleans, knd at lA&yette. 
Population about 5000. a 

Hew Orleanir2 miles below, in Orleaaa parish, La., is situated on the Missis- 
sippi river, near the south- 
em extremity of the Mis- 
sissippi valley, in 20^ 
57' north latitude ai^ 90^ 
7' west longitude. It is 
the great commercial cap- 
ital of the South, and is, 
by the river, about 100 
miles from the Gulf. New 
nwoBUAxsnovfra^iastinim. Orleans is the seat of jus- 

tice for Orleans pariidi. lliis city is built on a strip of lo^ marshy land lying be- 
tween Lake JPontchartrain and the Mississippi river, and on the convex shore of 
a large bend, which resembles a crescent, or new moon, for which reason it is 
often called the OrestxfnJt Gty, The ground gradually falls back toward the lake, 
ftnd in no part of the city is it sufficiently elevated to throw the waste water 
into the river. In time of heayy tains many of the streets are flooded with water. 
On the opposite side of the river is the town of Algiers. This place is exten- 
sively engs^d in ship buiMing \ it contains several large ship yards, which em- 
ploy a great number c€ hands. . 

New Orleans has, probably, twice as much boat navigati(m above it, as any 
other city on the fflobe. By means of the baflSi^^thQ canal, and the Bayou St 
John, it communicates with Lake Ponchartra|n, ^^th the !l|lorida shcHre, with 
Mobile, Pensacola, and the whole Gulf shore. K sm eeta'municates, by means 
of the bayous Plaquemine and LarFourdie; with mJ Attakapas country, and has 
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\ 

many other communicaiiOBBy by means of the numerous bayous and lakes, with 
the lower parts of Louisiana. Its whar^Mk niay be seen, at all seasons of the 
year, lined with all kinds of eraft, rough flat-Wtts, which have traveled from the 
Alleghanies, with lumber, or from fufther west, wM^ provisions, &c.; steamers, 
from the hundred navjgf4>le livers, which flow into the Mississippi ; ships and 
other sea vessels from ail quarters of the globe, here meet, tb land the productions 
of all climes, and bring togiKher the inhabitants of «U ebu&tries, colors, and 
languages. The gteiler^fHH of the biil^Bess is tratisacted letween October and 
June. During the Euiniiidr^ the eity is gciicr<*liy unWltliy, and is visited by 
that scourge, the Yellow Fever* DuriBg the winter and spring, tlio climate is 
generally reputed healthy^ and tLouiauds dock here from 'A\ quarts i-s of the 
world— some for health, others for pleasure, aod still more in con dec ti on with the 
immense business of all kinds which b here tniDsaoted. The OiLroadelet^ or old 
canal, runs in a line witti Orlea^ns streef^ the center street of the city, to Bayou 
St. John. This causi^l is about 2 tuiles long, iind from 25 to SO feet iu width, and 
from 4 to 7 feet in depth. The basin Is in the center of the 6ity, near the Catho* 
lie Cemetery. It is about 5 mi leg from the canal; down the biijou, to its junction 
with Lake Pontchartrainr where there is a krg* dam about J of a mile in extent; 
at the extremity, there Is a light house. Thei-e is another canal running through 
* the city to the' lake, which does a large amount of bu^iuoBfi. The New Orleans 
and La Fourche Canal extendi through Algiers to Bayou La Fourchc, a distance 
of 85 miles. This is a very important work ^ us it briDge iq comtnunicution with 
New Orleans, some of the richest agricultur^ii portions of the State, There are 
4 railroads in this city : the Orleans and Carroliton Riiilroad, which rnuji to Car- 
roll ton, a distance of 7 miles \ the New Orleans Stt^ct llailroad, which starts near 
the river, in the lower p^irt of the city^ und extends to L^ke Fontchartrain, a dis- 
tance of 6 miles. The third is the Sle^^ican Gulf Ilailway^ which gtarU off at 
right angles from the I^^ntehar train road, at the comer of the Ely si an Fields 
and Oood Children stroetSj and runs cast ward to Ptoctorsvillc, on Lake Borgne, 
a distance of 27 mileB. The 4th is to Jackson, Mbs, The Shell Aoad is the pride 
of New Orleans. It extends to the lake. This road is made of small, white 
sea-shells, which soon become broken and cemented together. The cemeteries 
of New Orleans attract niuek notice. There are several, which arc laid out in 
m handsome manner, the most celebrated are the *' Fremh Ovmctert/f' iu the city, 
and " Cypress Grove Cemetery/' about 3 miles out on the Shell Road, leading to 
Lake Pouchartrain. The taste and elegance displayed iu many of the yaultS| 
and the constant attention niiinifested, to shoi* respect for the memor}^ of de- 
parted friends, are truly gratifying to the finer feelings of our nature. On ac- 
count of the marshy state of tlio soil, it is impossible to dig graves^ as a foot 
below the surface, thi^y would be filled with water. To obviate this, the tombs 
are built entirely above groundj and well eemeutcd, with apertures just large 
enoueh for a single coifin, and rising up, ia umtiy tnstancefi, to the height of 
8 or 4 tiers. The walks between the Ip^uU.-j arc covered with btiautifal white shellsp 
from the sea beach; and along the edges may be found tjmost every variety of 
shrubbery and flowers, which grow so luxuriantly in the struthk Thcho cemete- 
ries are free to all visitors. '* ^, 

Public Buildings, —The St* Charles^ Hotel is one of the finest buildings in 
the city. It was erected at a coet of nearly $600,000. The Vcrandnh, at the 
coTuer of St. Charles aod Coraraon streets, is another fine huildiig. The Munici* 
pki Hall is a beautiful marble edifice. The Bt. Louis Hotel !s a beautiful and 
costly structure. The CustAM H?jiise is dne of the largest bflildingti of the kind 
in the Union; it is built of New England granite. Thetluited States Branch 
Mint is a large edifice of the lonio order, *2^'2 feet long and 168 feet dec^p. The 
Catholic Cathedral ia also a large and splendid building. The Odd Fellows' Hall 
is a fine and extensive building, also the Merchants' Exchange Many of the 
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ohmdies are oostlj and spkndid edificeSi ^f trh^h the dtj contaios between 40 
and 50 of tlie yarioua denominational and iieveral Jewish synagogues. The 
markets also deserve attention. Thej are conducted on a differei^^plan from those 
of most of our Western cities. There are stands enlpted ak)ng the itddes of the 
market-house for the sale of coffee, chocolate^ cakes, j^eii <kc. These are the 
boarding places of hundreds of people who wander about without anj fixed place 
(^ residence. The city contains several public 8<»iares, which are ornamented 
with fine trees and shrubbery. There are 4 or 5 theaters here, — ^the St. CharlM, 
the Orleans, the American, and otbew. The University of Loiiisiana was founded 
in 1835, and has an elegant building at the comer of Common and Philippe 
streets. There are departments of medicine^ Jaw, political economy, and com* 
meree, with able professors in each. New Orleans has a large number of excel* 
lent public schools, in which, about 16,000 children annually receive instruction. 

The benevolent institutions in New Orleans are numerous and extensive; 
among them may be mentioned the Charity Hospital, the U. S. Naval Bosintali 
Stone s Hospital, the FrankHn Infirmary. 

The city contains about 25 printing offices, some of them on an extensive scalci 
issuing daily and weekly papers wira.;i large drculationi several of them in the 
French language. 

The Oommeroe of New Orleans is very large, extending to nearly all quarters 
of the globe. The article of greatest value is cott(m, but immense quantities of 
other produce are annually shipped — ^flour, sugar, pork, tobacco, hemp, and 
numerous other articles from i^ the north-westpm and south-western States. 
There are 9 or 10 well managed banks here, with a heavy capital. 

The population in 1850 was 126,000, in 1853, 145,000. It is now estimatedi 
daring the business season, at about 170,000, including Lafayette. 

In 1718 (Louisiana then being under the dominion of the French), colonists 
were sent from Europe, who laid out New Orleans with great ceremony. This 
colony was undor the directioD of John Law^ lLo noted financier. The Missis- 
sippi compaDj, under Law, recoived their charter in 1717, and it granted them 
the exclusive right of trading in the Mississippi couQtrj, for 25 years, with the 
monopoly of the Canada beaTer trado. In 17 IB, the monopoly of trading in 
tobacco wa» aUo granted them. In 1719, the exclusive right of trading in Asia 
and the East Indies^ and^ aoon after, tbo farming of the public revenue, together 
with the ei[ tension of all these rights to the year 1770 — apd, also, the exciusire 
right of coining far 9 years. They also had the grant, formerly given to Groaat, 
but resigned by him, of an exclusive monopoly of Louisiana, for 15 years, and 
the absolute ownership of whatever mines might be opened, for this was, in &ct| 
the great object of all the explorers of the MioisissJppi country. They relied, nol 
so much on the fertility of the soil, as the immense wealth that would be realised 
from the rich mines of precious metals, which they hoped to find. In 1717, abool 
2000 Bubjccta of the Western Duchy, embarked from Europe, under the direction 
of the company. In 1720, the company failed, and the Germans, thus desertod| 
diiqpersed into different portions of the country. Large sum^ were advanced bj 
the crown to uphold the company, and much expended for qsilitary proteolioil 
affainst the Indiana. But all failed to keep it up. In 1731, the government 
obtained a judgment against them, of twenty miUions of francs, ]to cancel which^ 
the entire property and privileges were re-conveyed. In 1T^1| the Council Qtta« 
«ral was removed from Biloxi to New Orleans •' ^ 

In 1759; Great Britain had over-run most of the province of {CeW France, and 
obtained posi^ssion of Quebec, Ticondcroga^ Crown Point and 'Niagara. During 
this war, Spain had formed a family compact with France, and taken sides against 
England. In 1762, hostilities ceased between the three powers, and peaoe WM 
restored by the ratiHcation of the treaty of Paris, dated February 10, 1768. 
By this treaty, England obtained posaesaion of Canada and all the posts alon|( tli« 
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St lAWienoe. JPranoe also oeded to h^ %X^ that portiol of fjovigiaBay exiendin^ 
from the source of tke Mississippi^ oq ^e ea^ «i4e, to the month %i>f the Bajoa 
Iberville; theDce along the bajou, to ^ke Maurepas; ikmrnm^ i^ong^he e^nter of 
the lakes, to the Gulf of Mesieo/ iQcludin^ the port and river df Mobile. The 
navigation of the Mississinpi iras to remain forever free to both powctri. At tho 
same time, the French ^ix^g formed a secret treaty with S]pajn, ^j which he 
agreed to deliver to the^S^xtnish government the remaint it of Louisin^a^ inolnding 
the Island of New Orleans, Two or tnree years elapsed before Spain took posses- 
sion of this valuable territory. The French population were very mnch dissatisfied 
at the change; and, in order to prevent an outbreak, it wns deemed necessary to 
keep a large militjiry foroe constantly at New Orleans. The laws of Spain were very 
despotic \x nd unpopiilar. Morales, the intendant, knowing that Spain eoold not long 
maintain her p^jsiiion on the Mississippi, determined to excreise his vindictive feet 
ings against the Americans, by denying them the right to depoeit goods and produce 
in New Orleans* This act bo eompletely aronaed the people of the western 
States^ that it was with great difficulty that the general government was able to 
restrain them f^otn the con truest of the country. This suspensiou of trade brought 
the people of New Orleans^ on the verge of famine. Accordingly, tp modify tho 
evil| without fully removing the cause , Morales issued an order, ^at Western 
peoi^e might havo the privilege of sending flour into the territory, pri^vided they 
paid a duty of rix per f^nL ad vahrum^ and shipped it in Spaniih vessels. But 
the Americans respec fully declined to avail themselves of the privifeges of thif . 
<»rd^. The King, howeverj so far revoked the acts of J\Iorales, as to again re- 
store, in 1795, for three years, the free navigation of the river, and the right to 
deposit at New Orleans, which coutlftiied tiU 1S02. 

After the overthrow of the Bourbon dynasty^ the King of Spain formed a secret 
treaty with the First Oonsul, Oct. 1, 1$00, by which he agreed to deliver within 
SIX months, the province of Louisiana to the French authorities. In consideration 
of this act of Spanish generosity, the French established on the throne of Tuscany , 
the Prince of Farina, son-in-law of the King of Spain. . Dfapoletm IK^ began to 
make extensive prepar^tiong to extend hia authority over this rich and valuable 
territory. A large fleet and an army of 25,000 men were soon i*eady to sail for 
the Miasissippi. Aftor spending a year in tlie various ports of Holland, continn* 
ally watched by the Engfish, Napoleon determinod to aiXEmdon the enterprise, and 
transfer, if possible, the territory to the United States. Neigr the close of tho 
year 1802, be directed bis minister, M, Talleyrand, tp opn negotiations with 
Mr. livingstou, United States Minister at Paria. While ibis correspondence was 
going on, Mr. Jefferson, then President, deeming the posseaiipn of if^ Orleans 
and Florida of vast importance to the whole Union^ sent over'l^r. Monroe, with 
instructions to make some arrangement, if possible, for its purchlls^. When Mr. 
Monroff^arrived in Paris, be was somewhat surprised to find Napoleon so willing 
to part with Louisiana, The only thing then for tlie American Commissioners to 
arrange, was to fix the price to be paid. Napoleon wanted 125,000,000 francs; 
but the commissionera, thinking it by far to high, oflFered only 50,000,000. After 
eoniG time spent in considenition, th^jy agreed upon 80,000,000, deducting 
20,000,000 for spoliation upon our comipeapee. ^ Their course was fully approved 
by the President and his cabinet, and con&rmed by the Senate of the United 
fitates. On the 20th of December, 1^03, the province of Louisiana was oi&ciallj 
delivered over to the constituted authorities- of the United States."^ 

The Spanish government were very irnich displeased at tlj^s transfer of Louisiana^ 
but finally, in 1804, became reconciled. Spain, however, kill retAined possession 
of Florida till 1820, when it was purchased by the United States. Immediately 
after Uie United States obtained possession of Louisiana, ft was formed into a 
lerritorial government. In 1811, the pe^le were auth<)rized by Congress to

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form a StiUe dlvukitution; tnd in 1812, Looiuaaa ms admitted into the Unioii^ 
iritk ML oriTi^ceiy as i siater State <^ thb Great Western Sepublio. In 1812, 
war was ckclared Itetweei England and th^ United States, and the British Min- 
Sitrji lesolTedi if possibte, to possess themselves of New Orleans, and hereby 
eontrol the endre navigation of the Mississippi. New Orleans was in imminent 
danger; ^he city was n^ithout. defenses, and the Spaniards at Mobile and Pen»- 
oday were ready to receive a British army with open arms. This state of things, 
was repeatedly urged upon the consideration of the President and his Cabinet, mit 
nothing was done^ ^ the arrival of General Jackson, in the antnmn <^ 1814. 

On 3ie 12th ti December,* 1814, the British fleet made its appearance off Gat 
Idandy near the entrance <^ Lake Borgne. Commodore Patterson dispatched a 
flotilla of 6 gan4>oatB, to observe ike movements ^f the enemy^ and chedc, if pot- 
siUe, his advance. On the 14th, the boats were attacked by a saperior foroe of 
43 barges, and 1200 men ; and, after a gallant struggle of one hour, they wen 
overpowerod and compelled to surrender. In this engagement, the Americaai 
lost but 6 killed and 35 Wounded, while the British loss coi^d not haver been leas 
than 800 in killed and wounded. 

General Jackson, on reviewing the militia and ^fenses ot thq city, found it 
Beeeasary to prodidm martial law, which no doubt saved the city. Tnis measura 
was very much opposed at the time. Jwlge Hall took upon himself Ae rei^n* 
aibility to impose upon ^e General, i^r 4lie bat^, a fine at f 1000, in 
eoDsequenee (^ ih^ suspedsion of the hfi^ecu corpus jMst The Judge under^ 
look to interfere with tha military arrests, and Jacks<m ordered him beyond 
the limits of the camp. This fine^ which the General promj^tfy [Miid from his own 
XMOUrceS| was refunded by Congress with interest, a short time be^re his death. 

On the 22d, a division oi the British army, under General £eane, succeeded 
in passing from Lake Borgne into Bayou Bienvenu. The British, supposing them* 
selves perfectly secure, concluded to encamp pear the banks of the river. The 
American general determined to attack them in their new jposition. He ae- 
eordingly collected his whole force^ which was less than 2000, uad marehed 
to attack the English, who were not less than 3000 strong. The schooner Caro«> 
line, and the Louisiana, were sent down the river, with orders to commence the 
am^k when the proper signal should be given. The action commenced at half* 
past seven in the evening, by a heavy discharge of grrae a^d canister, which 
was the first warning the enemy had of the approach of the^ American army. 
Jackson commanded here i^ perscHA ; and so complete was th< surprise of the 
enemy, that hunclreds were cut down, without even an opportunity d offers 
is^ any resistance. The British lost meKtly 4Mp in kMed, wounded, and 



General Jaokscm fell back nrj^in 5 or 6 nulea of the city; where he^M>m* 
nenoed fortifyinjg himself on a liaj!^w strip of land, lying between a law swamp 
and the river. The General determined to build abreastw<^k of cotton-bales Mia 
earth, extending from the s^mp to the river, a distance of nearlv a mile. He 
aoQerdin«;ly ordered a;ll the drays ftai wagons in the city, to haul we cotton from 
the warehouses ; which orders thij were compelled to obey, at the peril of their 
^ves. TIm firont of this c6tton breastwoi^ was protected by a deep ditch, filled 
wiUi water. On the 28th, % skirmish occurred a short distance from the Ameri* 
em lines, which lasted several hours; in this the English lost about 250, and 
the Americans only 7.* 

The nitish army Under Packingham, encamp ne«r the American linea, 
waiting several ws lar reinforcements. The Americans numbered 6000, 
aod the British Id,U0O. At length the an»ous night of the 7th had passed away^ 
and the dawn <^ the( glorious $th, had just i^ed its mellow light on the exteadad 
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lines of the two reposmg armies, facki^gham, after sending 800 of his mett, 

under Colonel Thorton- 
on tlie apposite side 01 
the rivcrj arranged the 
remainder of his armj 
into two divisions, of 60 
deep; the rigbt under 
General Gibbj^, and the 
left undor Geu. Keane. 
The English moved 
slowly to the attaek; 
but when within a short 
distance^ the batteries 
along the American Hues 
opened upon them suoh 
a destructive fire, thai 
their ranks were broken 
almost as fa^l as thej 
were eloacd up. But 
when they eamo within 
reach of the muskets, the 
whole Ameriean line 
opened upon tbt^m such 
KAt Of Tu TKiimr o» vam oslkans* alflischarge of musketry, 

that they soon retired in confusion fro^i the field. Pa<^ln£;ham was killed in front of 
his troops, endeavoring to encourage them by his presence. The officers succeeded 
in bringing the troops to a s^co^d att^eki bnt this was even more disastrous 
than the first. They soon gave way| leaving, nrpre than 2 000 lying on the fieldj 
killed and wounded. The Am:^riciin loss was only 7 killed and 6 wounded. 
The battle of New, Cleans, one of the most important in the history of onr 
country, was the clfy&ii^ scene of the war of 1^1^«

■ontgomerTi cApi^l of the State of Alabama, and county seat of Mont- 
mmmcxj co.^ is a taxiving city, beautifully rituated in a healthy and fertile r^^. 
It has an extenuve tnde, and fine facilities for reaching important points in the 
forrooDfng ooontry. The terminus of the Hontgomer^r and Weit Point Bailroad 
k here* About 80,000 bales of cotton are annually shipped from Montgomery. 
Population about 7500.

It is the eom* 
mercial capital of the State ^ and next to New Orleun^^ the greatest cotton market 
in the Union — ^nearly 600,000 bales have been exported in a- single year. The 
situation is considered very healthy, being built on a plain that rises near 15 feet 
above tide water. The brcczesi from the sea render the atmosphere pure, which, 
together with the climate, make it the resort of a great number of invalids, from 
various parts of the wor^d. The city ia supplied with water brought from a 
neighboring hill, and distributed through the tuwu in iron pipes. Mobile con taint 
a naval hospital, city hospLtal, Z or 4 banks, a theater^ B virion Academy, sereral 
churches and 6 printing a:£ces. 

About 2 miles from Mobile, is Sprinq Hill College, incorporated in 18B0. 

The Bay of Mobile, is the outlet (A one of the moitt prolific cotton-growing 
regions in the South. 

Mobile is the terminus of the Ohio and Mobile Kiiilroad. Population of the 
city in 1850, 20,616 — estimated now at about 25,000. 

Pensacola, capital of Escambia co.^ Flotida, is situated on Pensacola bay, 
10 miles from the sea, and 64 mi lea east from Mobile. The town is built on a 
sandy plain, about 40 feet above the ^ut^rs of the hay. It is regularly laid oat| 
and contains a court-houF^ej cu^tom-houHej and 2 public squares. Population about 
2500. 8 miles below thc^ city^ there is a United States Navy STard, which 
covers 80 acres of ground.

For the distance of 
about o miles, the rooks rise perpendicularly frot^ the margin of therirer, to the height 
6f 1300 feet. The river is compressed to the hreafh 6t 150 yards, and for the first 3 mile*, 
there is but one spot, and that only of a few yards, on which a man can stand between 
the w;ater and, the perpendicular ascent of the mountain. At the distance of IlO miles 
below, and 551 miles from the source of the river, are the '* Great Falls," ^,575 miles from 
the egress of the river into the Mississippi. 'At this place the river descends, by a suc- 
•ion of rapids and falls, a distance of 357 feet in 16*^ miles. The lower and greater fall 
has a perpendicular pitch of 9o feet, the second of 19, the third of 47, and the fourth of 
S6 feet. Between and below these falls are conthiual rapids of f^om 3 to 18 feet descent. 
These falls next to those of Kiaeara, are the grandest ori the continent. Above ti^o 
foils, the course of the rives is northwardly.

There are excellent coid 
mines in the Ticiuity of this place. Iron and salt ara also found to some extent It 
is a flourishing place^ aud contains acsTcrat large mercantile houaesj 4 cb ureses ^ 
2 academies, and 2 printing oEces. The North- Wesiem Railnmd, (a branch of 
the Baltimore and Ohio R. R.,) passes through the tovrn.. Fop. about 1500. 

FailSIQUaty capital of Marion co., Ta.^ is situated on the MouoDgahek, 22 
miles north of Clarksiburg. The sarrounding country is hilly, and the soil pro- 
ductiye. The fores U are filled with excellent timber^ and the earth is^flU stored 
with iron and coal, which are largely exported- Population about^ i§0<). A 
splendid wire suspension bridge cocnecta the town with Palatiuej on whi^ 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad crosses.

It contains a nnmber of stores and milb/ 3"printiiii^ 
offices, 1 academy, and 4 cburchesj &c. The surrounding country is Tory fertile^ 
and abounds in coal and iron. Population about 1000- 

Vew Oeneva, Fayette co,, Fa., is pleiisantly situated on the right bank of 
the Monongahela, at the mouth of George's creek. It contains about 100 dwel- 
lings, a large steam flour millj and a glass factory. 

BrowniTille Fayette CO., Pa., at the interaction of the National Road, aod 
the Monongahela nver. It occupies an important point as a place of businessj enjoy- 
ing the advantages of the National Road^ and the improved navigation of the river. 

The inexhaustible beds of coal in the vicinity, must eventually make it a great 
manufacturing place. The town contains a bank, 7 churchc^j aeveral foundries; 
and machine shops, a number of mills, glass, aod other factories, of varioua 
articles. There is a splendid bridge over the Monongahela, built in 18iJ'^, 630 
feet long, and coat 850^000. Brownsville was incorporated in 1815, and now 
contains a population of about 5000. 

Xoaoneahelft City, Washington co., Pa., on the MDcougahek^ at the 
mouth of Pigeon creek. Iron, coal, and spk^ nl w m i i» the turrbunding coantry. 
This town is noted as being the place where Ihe insvEganta held a mat tnaeting 
in 1794, during the Whi^ ImurreOum. dinqe the year 1880, it has increased 
rapidly.

It has 3 churches, 1 market 
house, and several larc^ glass ^ctories, and hepn fpiindriea^ A very large capital 
is employed here, in the various manufactori^^ Popuifttia% 4000.

Oleaa, Cattarau^ co., |j^. Y., on the Alled^y Kvejy at fi^ junction of 
Olean creek. This is a flourishing village. TfisQeu^silee Valley Canal, which 
connects it with Rochester, t^minates here. lAe K^^ of the Erie Kailroad, which 
connects New York and DuuKirk, on Lake 1^, passes through the place. The 
width of the Alleghany, is 20 rods, aad itjil obamtel free from obstructions. It 
is estimated that more than 200,000,00Q/6^of V^^ber, of excellent quality; is 
annually sent to various places along the fiver. .P<>p«lation about 1000. 

WarreUi county seat of Warren /o^ Pa., xm the right bank of the Alleg- 
hany river, and on the Sunbury and ^e |Uiik;pad, neac the mouth of Gonewango 
creek.

Population about 1200. ^ 

Franklin, oounty seat of Yen^ngo oo., F^a., on the Aleghany, near the 
mouth of French creek. It was laid ooit Ia 1795, and contains the usual county 
buildings, and 6 churches. There aoe several hurge mills and furnaces in the 
vicinity, from which, the town derives au ^tensive trade. During high water, 
the AUeghany is navigable from Pittsburg to this place, a distance of 124 milea 
The dams on French creek afford immeus^ water^wer for mills. There is s 
splendid bridge across the river here. Population about 1200. 

Xittanning, seat of justice of Arm^trobg co., Pa., on the left bank ot the 
Alleghanv, near the center of the county, i^ formerly the site of an old Indian 
town of the same name. It was laid out in 1804. It contains the county buildings^ 
an academy, a female seminary, and ^aYeraLf^urehes. Population 2100. 

Fraeporty Armstrong 00^,^4^ , ia a flourishing town on the right bank of 
the river, and Pennsylvania Canal Ufany salt wells are now in successful 
operation. Freep(»rt contains ^ jiumber of wo^n fiftctories and mills. Pop. 1200. 

Sbarpsbnrg, ispleasantlt situE^ted on the right bank of the Alleghany, 
S miles above I^ttsburg. It |s n flourbhing village. It has several large ship 
yards, from which a number pf utmm. and keel Doats are annually launched. 
Population, about 2000. --- • 

LawrenoaTilla, named iihonqr of detain Lawrence, of the U.S. NaTy,M 
pleasantly situated on the left bink of l^e Alleghany, 2} lAiles above Pittsbmg- 
In the center of the town, theilp Is 1^ U. S. Arsenal, at which are stored all 
sorts of milituy equipmentfi|| wluoh id» shipped west and south, as occasioa 
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requires. Hie town contains 4 clashes, and a lyoenm. It was at this place 
General Washinffton, in 1753, divine n^r lodng his^life, by attempting to cross 
the riyer qq a ratt, when it was filled, with floating ice. Pc^rnktion 1800. 

AlUghany City, is situated 6a the ri^t bank of the Alleghany mer, 
opposite Pittsbuig. This city ia^ strictly a part (A Pittsburg, though under a 
difierent c<»p(Nrati(Hi. Many of cbe biaineM men of Pittsbu^ reside here. It 
has considerable commerce, and dctea a lai^ manu^Mturing business ; employing 
a heavy capital. The city contaiit9 20 oharoheS| of Tarioui denominations, o 
academies, 15 schools, and a populadon of 22,000. 

The Western Theological Seminary, of the Presbj[terian (%urch, was located 
here, in 1827. This institution, has aonnected with it, a wcfrki^c^ for manual 
labor, and a library of 6000 Yolun^ctfk \ 

3ehind Seminary hill, is the Weslen PcBttentiair, an iitimense castle-built 
building, of the ancient Norman a^yl#. It wM ••knpleted m 1827, at a cost of

Is formed by the junction dT the AlUghcmif^* and Mman^^ahda at Pittsburg, in 
Lat. 40^ 82^ N., and after a meandeiing cocurse of lOOT miles, enters the Missis- 
sippi in Lett 87^ north, 172 miles beknr St. liouis, and 990 milis above New 
Orleans. Tributary rivers and creeks, to the number of 7d> empty into the Ohio, 
between I^ttsbui;g and its moutii, the prinoigal of which, are described in their 
proper places, in this work. And t|iere are, at hmif IM considerable Islands, 
besides a ereat number of tow hMd$ and sand bars. Some of these Islands are of 
exquisite beauty, covered with trees of the mpst beautiful foliage. 

No riyer in the world, roUs for so great a distance, such a uniform, smooth, 
and placid current Its banks are'gmerally high, and precipitous, rising into 
bluffs, cliffs, and hillf ; aometimes to the height of 400 to 500 feet. Between 
these hills and the nver, there is generally a strip of land, of unequal width, 
called bottom. These hills and bottoo^, are mcatly eovered with a dense growth 
of gigantic forest trees, exhibiting a wild and f>1cturesque grandeur. The scenery 
along the Ohio, although not possessing the savage grandeur of parts of the 
Mississippi, and Missouri, is of surpissing loveliness and beauty; especially in 
the spring, when the treelu Tioas^ 9m other plants are putting forth their exube- 
rant f<5liage and blossoms. The gractf ul curves and bends of the river, exhibiting, 
in the distance, one ranffc of hills, laped on to another, with beautifully rounded 
tops, and covered with the verdure «f i^ almost unbroken forest, produce a series 
of splendid views rarely found. 

The Ohio river flows teovigh' & greater extent of rich Iron sAd Coal regions 
than any other river, piobably, im tbe world. Building s^ne, of fine quality, 
and great variety, is found in e^austible-quantities, on ai^ near its banks. And 
most of the tributaries^ also, extend inib and run through regions of countr^y 
containing vast mineral wealth. And fbr -agrio^tural purposes, and timber m 
great variety, the extent oi coi^[rtr7 dtained^ (more than ^200,000 square miles) 
19 unequaled in richness and fertility. " 

The medial width c^ the Ohio, during otdinary' stages of water, from Pittsburg 
to its mouth, is about half a mile ) \mji in sobe places it expands to a mile and 
more, and at other points, it contnu^ to kn than half a mile. The average 
range between high and low water, is nearlv 50 feet, but during the highest fioodsy 
t has risen, at Cincinnati, to the hei|^ of 68 &«t above low water mark.

Pittsburg, the principal city of l^eitetn Pennsylvania, is situated on a

It is 251 miles west of 
HarrisburSf the capital 
of the Sfote, and 357 
miles w^t by north from 
Philylelphia. Perhaps 
its >»te is unrivaled m 
world — surrounded 
tion of about 50,000 
regions of the globe.

early history is very interesting. The Governor of Canada (then under dominion 
of the French) having formed the design of connecting that province with Louisi- 
ana, by a line of defenses extcndiiig from the Lakes to the Mississippi, had estab- 
lished a post at the mouth of Frt^ack crcek, and was about to take possession 
of *Hhc Forkfl," aa the site of Pittsburg waa then called. Gov. Dinwiddie, oi 
Virginia, dispatched Goofge Washington, in October, 1753, to demand of the 
French commander hb designs. On his route, he stopped at " the Forks," and, 
thinking it a proper place for the ^ectiqn of a fprt,. cnminyaicated it to the 
Governor. The following spring, the Vi^nia^Ohiio Company* commenced erect- 
ing fortifications on it. While^M^^ged in doing so, on the 17th of April, 1754, 
Monsieur de ContricoBur, a French officer, arrived with 300 canoes, containing 
1000 French and Indians, and 18 cannon, «nd compelled them to surrender. 
This was the commencement of the French and Indian wars, which continued 9 
years. The French gave to the fort the name ef Fort Duquesne, and occupied 
it until the 24th of November, 1758, wbiftn Gen. Forbei^ of Pennsylvania, and 
Col. George Washington, havinig SMdrdied agains4 tbem, they set fire to, and 
evacuated it Gen. Forbes took possessicp tbe next day, and called it Fort Pitt, 
in honor of the Earl of Chatham. I^ki improvement was made until after the 
Revolution. In 1775, the nmaherpf bouies did^ not exceed 80. In 1786, the 



first newspaper was printed here. Aftec 1^95, ifie citv improved rapidly.

Pittsburg is now the great mart for tVe rwestem part oH New Yoik, Virginia, 
and Pennsylvania. It is connected with Phi|ad4lpl^ia and the Atlantic cities b/ 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and, during the canad-boating season, by the Penn- 
sylvania Canal for the carriage of heiiyy freight. The population of the city 
proper, is about 5h'>,000. On the opposiie side of the Alleghany, is Alleghany 
City, with a populalion of about 5i2jO00, connected with Pittsburg by three 
bridges, a canal, aod aqueduct. On the opposite side (^ the Monongahela, is Bir- 
mingham, also connected with the city by a splendid bridge. This place has a 
large number of mnntifactones, and is rapidly increaedng. Adjoining it, is South 
Pittsburg. The district witbia 5 miles of the center of Pittsburg, embracing 
Alleghany eity, Manchester, BiriniDgbanij BItgo, Minersville, East Liberty, Scotts- 
field, South Pitteburg, &c., is eefcimated to coEtaia a population <rf 175,000. 

The city suffered very serioaaly in 1845, by one of the largest conflagrations 
that has been known in America. The fire broke out on the 11th of April, on 
the comer of Third and Market streets, and swept over a space of about fifty-six acres 
<— twenty squares^ and fieverajjjmrt^ ^f ^(maFfts^ consuming 1000 brick buildingSy 
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many of them ranning from fltreet to street. This wm the most wealthy and 
business portion of the oitr. Many large stores, foundries, manufactories, dwell- 
ings, churches, hotels, and the bridge across the Mononffshela were entirely con- 
sumed. The destaruction of property waa ^timated at between 99,000,000 and 
•10,000,000. . . 

Pittsburg is a great manufacluring city. Iron casting, and iron mongerr of 
every description, steam ei^oes, cutlery, nails, gUiss, paper, wire, steiumKMt 
building, and many other Inanches, are carried on here to a large extent. It 
has about 60 churchea, a theolc^i(»d seminary, and « university, a merchants' 
exchange, a number of fine schods, a museum, a theater, and one of the finest 
court-houses in the United States. There is also an arsenal, consisting of an 
inclosed plot of 31 acres, containing a magazine of arms, a ponder magazine, 
&c. The Western Penitentiary of the State is also located here. The city is 
supplied with clear and wholesome water, raised from the Alleghany by steam 
i>ower, to a reservoir on (jhcant's hill, 395 feet above the lievel of Sie Ohio. The 
basin is 11 feet deep, and will contain 1,000,000 gallona* The wi^sris conducted 
through the city in iron pipes.. 

Vancheiter, Pa., 2 milesbelow, isafiourif^ingmanufaotimngtown. Tof- 
ulation about 2000. The United States Marine Hospital is just below this. 

Xiddleton, Pa., 9 miles below^ is a smaH village in All^hany co. 

Sewickleyrille, Pa., 2 pQes below. Popuktio« ab^ut 1000. A semin- 
ary for boys is located here. 

Economy, Pa., 6 mil^lbelow, is a settlement made by Oeorge Rapp, a Ger- 
man, who, with a nui^^r of his countrymen, of the religious onler called Har- 
monists, first settled in Butler co., Pa. From thence^ they all removed to the 
Wabash, and buik' the village of New Harmony. They mnnbered, then, about 
800. New Harmony ^as' purdhaaad, in 1814, by Bobert Owen, and Rapp and 
his followers established themselves at Economy. The Harmonists hold their 
property in common. They have a number of good milis here, and are noted 
for their industry and sobriety. The population of Eoon^m v is about 1400. 

Mr. Bapp died in 1847, at a very advanced age. Be was highly respected, and 
ably qualified for the station he occupied as the head of this community. 

Baden, Pa., a small village, 4 miles belowl 

Freedom, Pa., is a small village 2 miles b^w. Population about 600. 

Bocheiter, Pa., 4 miles below, at the mouth of Beaver river. The Ohio 
and Pennsylvania Bailroad passes along thv bank of the Ohio, from this point to 
Pittsburg. Population about 120O. 

Bearer, 1 mile below, in Beaver co., Pa«. aitfae mouth of l^eaver river, is a 
thriving town, possessing great wator-power advantages, derived from the F(^ of 
Beaver. A branch of the Ohto Canal extends from Akron, in Summit county, 
Ohio, to the Beaver division of the Pennsylvania Canal^ near Newcastle, m 
Mercer county — ^length, 88 miles. The B^ver division of the Pennsylvania 
Canal runs from Beaver to the head of slack-water nafigation on the Shenangoy- . 
distance, 31 miles. Numerous mills and mahulacturing establishments are in 
operation in and around Beaver, and several spsall villages are aeattered along the 
river, within a short distance of it. Population about 2300.

Oeore etown, Pa., 14 miles below, and '1 mil^iAove the Ohio line, is a 
small village. Population about 300. - 

Olaigow, Pa., opposite Gkorgetown. , H^r^ls the terminus of the Sandy 
and Beaver Canal. 

liTorpool, 4 miles below, is a pleasant village in Columbiana co., 0. Pop* 
ulation about 2000. An ^cMliive buttnesa ia ostfried <» Jbere^ la the manufi^ 
ture of earthenware. 
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WelltTille, 0.| 4 miles below, in the same <io.j is the terminus of the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg Railroad. This town was laid out ))y Wm. Wells, in 1824, and 
BOW contains a population of about 2000. i The landing for steamboats is good« 
It is an important point for the shipment of produce — the surrounding country 
being fine for agricultural purposes, and tlie county the best in Ohio for wool-growing. 

Nearly opposite this place, the well-known desperate battle between Adam Poe, his 
brother, and a par^ of Indians, is said to have taken place *. and 3 miles below, near the 
mouth of Great Yellow creek, th» locality of the mttrder qi the family of Logan, the 
Mingo Chief. <^ 

EUiottSTilley Jefferson oo., O., 8 miles below. * 

Hewburg, . , 2 miles below, in the same co. 

Steubenville, 9 miles below, is the county seat of Jefferson oo.,0. Fort 
Steuben was erected here in 1780, on the spot now occupied by the Female Semin- 
ary. It was guarded bj a company of troops commanded by Col. Beattie. At 
the period of Wayne's rictory h^^ras deserted. 

Steubenrille is beautiMly situated on an eleyated plane, and^contains a popu- 
lation of about 8090, 12 churches, 5 public, and 4 select schools, l^joale 
academy, and a splendid female seminary. In the towi^ and vicinity, there are 
a number of large flouring 'mills, a paper mill, 5 woolen factories, one of them 
manufactmring into cloth 60900 pounds of wool jmnually, 2 cotton, and 2 glass 
manufactones,. 3 iron foundries, a steam saw-mill, 2 breweries, and several manufac- 
tories of copperas in the vicinity. In the neighboring country, much attention 
is paid to the rearing of Herino and other superior breeds of sheep. Through a 
great portion of this region, there are inexhaustible beds of stone-coal. 

Three miles below Steubenville, was the former iite of the old Mingo town, 
and residence of Logan, the celebrated Indian chieC It is now ooemned as ikrms. 
The terminus of the JSteubenville and Indiana Railroad' ia at^ Steupenville, and 
directly oppositc./in Ya., ia that of the StuebenmlU and PiWiburg^ RaihoadL » 

Wellsburg^, 7 miles below, formerly called Charleston^ is the counW seat 
of Brooke co., Va., 373 miles from Richmond, the capital of the State. It was 
laid out in 1789, amd is beautifully situated on an elevated bank of the river. It 
contains 6 churichea, 2* white flint glass manufactories, 1 glass-putting shop, 1 
paper mill, 1 cotton factory, 5 large warehouses, 6 flouring mills. I woolen fkctiosy, 
2 printing offices^ 1 bank, and a population of aboittr8^(Kll The manufacturio^ 
of earthen and stone ware ia carried on here extensively. Extensive eoal mines are 
worked in the vicinity. ' . 

Warrenton, sometimes called Warren, 7 miTes below^ in Jefibrson co.; 0., 
is a small village, containing about 300 inhabitants. 
Tiltonsville, 0., 3 miles below, in Jefferson co. 
Burlington, 0., 4 miles below, in Belmont co. 

Xartinsville, 1 mile below, in the same co.; is a flourisl^ing village, con- 
taining 3 churches, and about 500 inhabitants.

The splendid wire suspenuon bridge, over the Ohio, at this place, built at a cost 
of over $200^000, was blown down^during a ^le, in May, 1854.* The following 
description of this bridge is from a former edition of the River Guide. 

<' The span is the longest in the world, being 1010 feet. It is 92 feet above 
low water mark, 21 feet wide, and supported by 12 wire cables, each 1380 feet 
long, and 4 inches in diameter, and each containing 572 strands of No. 10 wire. 
There is a carriage way of 17 tet, and 2 foot-paths, each 3} feet wide. The 
towers on the Wheeling side are 153} feet above low water mark, and 60 feet 
above the abutment on which it Utands ; on the other side they are 21 feet lower. 
This stupendous structure was built4>y a company of capitalists, who obtained s 
charter in 1847." 

Fort HenrTy ai the mouth of Wheeling creek, the first settlement was formed 
here in 1769, by 3 brothers of the name of Zane, together with a small party of emigrants. 
The fort, however, was not built till 1774, and was at first called Fincastle ; but in 4776, 
the name was changed to that of Henry, in honor of Patrick Henry, the eloquent and 
patriotic Gtovemor A Yirgiiiia. Inuring Dunmore's war it was a place of refuge far 
settlers. 

Bridgeport I opposite WheeFing, in Belmont co., 0., is a depot of consider- 
able importance, frotn which goods are forwarded through that part of Oliio, by 
the National Road. It contains 1 church, several miU% .«nd warehouses^ a branch 
of the State Bank of Ohio, and a population of about 500. 

Bellaire, 0.^ 4 miles below, in Belmont co. This b the terminus of tka 
Central Ohio Railroad, 

Xannyville, Va., 8 miles below, at the minth of little Grave ereek. 

Elizabethtown , Y a. , 1 mile below, ii the county seat of Marshall co. It is 
isituated on the upper side of Big Grave creek. On the lower side of the creek 
is MOUNDSVILLB. United, thev ^contain a population of about 1200, a print- 
ing office, several stores, an academy, and a steam flouring milL The Baltimore 
and Ohio Baiboad passes through the place. 

Big Oxava Crdak, affords some matter of curiosity to the traveler. A 
short distance up the creek is the largest Indian mound, perhaps, in the United 
States. It is between 30 and 40 nras in circumference at the base, and about 
75 ^eet higk Its sides are covered with aged trees. The monnd may be seen 
from steamboats passing along the river. Grave creek was settled in 1770 by 
Joseph Tanltnson, who, with a small party, emigrated from Maryland. 

Opposite Grave creek, in Ohio, in- 1790, stood Fort Dillies. 

tBteincTville, 8 miles below, is a small village in Belmont co., 0.,' at the 
mouth of Captina creek. Near this place, a most bloody contest took place be- 
tween the Americans and Indians, in May, 1794, known as the battle of Captina. 

Clarington, 7,miles below, is a small village in Monroe co., 0., at die 
mouth of Sunfish creek. Population about 400. The eoiuty is gen^mliy hilly, 
and the western part abonnds in iron ore and coal. A large amount of tobaooo 

is grown here.

umn of K^*>, by a party of troops, under the command of Major John 
Annighty. They erected a fort called Fort Harmar. On the 7th of April, 1788, 
a party of 47 men, under the direction of General Rufus Putnam, landed here, 
haying been 'sent out hy the Ohio Company to form a permanent settlement on 
its purchase. This was the first permanent setUement in Ohio. General St. 
Glair, who had been appointed CTovemor, not ha^dg arrived, temporary laws 
were formed for the government of the settlers, and published by nailing to a 
tree. Ketum Jonathan Meigs waa appointed to execute them. Many of these 
settlers were men of high character ; seme of them had served in the severe toils 
of the revolution. General Washington said of them, "There never were men 
better calculated to promote the wel£Bure of such a community." On the 2d of 
July, a meeting was called on the bank of the Muskingum, and the name of 
Marietta given to the place, in honor of Maria AnioiAatte, Arch-Duchess of 
Austria. On the 2d of September, the first court was organized witjh great 
solemnity, at Campus Martius Hall, (as the stockade was called,) Rufus Putnam 
and Benjamin Tupper, judges. This settlement experienced groat privations and 
trials, during its early history, but improved rapidly. 

Marietta is built on a level plot of ground, and part of it is liable to be over- 
flowed by the fioods of the Ohio. It contains 8 churches, 2 academies, a college, 
1* ;.nl '!( libiarir.s, 1 hank, 2 printing offices, and a number of extensive manu* 
' wu: .^, tii?} nrnts. Population abouf 4500.

Steamboat, building is carried on to a 
considerable extent, and there are several mills, and manufactories of different 
kinds. Harmar has a fine large hotel, a male and female acacbmy, and about 
f^l9tf inhabitants.

Vienna, y a., 6 miles below Marietta, nearly opposite an island of the same name* 

Parkersburg, 7 miles below, is the ooupty seat of Wood co., Va., and is at 

the mouth of Little Kanawha river. It is a place of considerable business, and 

contains 4 churches, 1 printing office, 1 bank, 4 steam mills, 2 tanneries, and 1 

carding factory. Population nearly 4000. It is the terminus of a branch of the 

^ Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 

Little Kanawha River, rises in Braxon co., Ya., and after a course of 

150 miles, empties into the Ohio at Parkersburg. Extensive veins of stone coal, and a 
number of salt springs, are in the country through which it flows. It is navigable but a 
few miles. 

Belpre, opposite Parkersburg, in Washington co., 0. 
Blfinnerhassett's Island, 2 miles below, is celebrated as haying been 
the residence of Herman Blannerhasset, an Irish emigrant of distinction, who,

about the jear 1798, comment^ improving It, and built a splendid mansion. His 
kdj was a highly aooompliahed iroman, and his house was the resort of the most 
literary and refined society. Whem Aaroi^ Burr was projecting his famous expe- 
dition, he called on Blannei^asMt^ induced him to join in the conspiracy, and 
embark all his wc^tMn the scheme. They were detected, arrested, and tried 
fdur treason. AltlToush not convicted, Blannelhaaset was xuitted. His splendid 
mansion was deserted and went to decay) and his pleatfure grounds oyerrun with 
brush and weeds. 

Caatre, O., isa small village, nearly opposite ft« fbot of the island. 

Tro J, or Hockingsport, 12 miles below, in Athens oo., 0., is a small village, at 
the mouth «f the Hockhocking river. Population about 250. « 

Tbe Hoekhoeking Biver, rises in Fairfield oo., 0., winds throujgh a hilly 
eountry about 80 miles, and enters the Ohio river at Troy. TIm name d the rirer is thiU 
giren to it by the Delaware Indians, and signifies a botth. 

This river is navigable for small crafts to Athens, the couif^ seat. 7 miles from Lan- 
caster, it falls over a ledge of rocks, about 40 feet perpeadici#ir. Above the falls it re- 
sembles a bottle inshape, which probably gav« nee to ihe oaime. The whole country 
along it is full of"irf!<!TiHd |>fdtui'esque scenerj. Numerous ancient mounds and fortifica- 
tions, are foiAd north of Athens, some of them built of stoae — differing entirely from 
any found in the vicinity. Some of them iCre of an eztitu>rdiiiary siae ; in one was found 
% thousand |>erch of stone, out of which, a dam was constructed across the river. At 
Athens there is a flourishing university endowed with $ townships of land. 

Belleyille, 4 miles below Troy, in Wood to., Y^^ at the mouth of Lee's 
creek, was settled in 1785, by % party of tmigraals from Pittsburgh, under the 
direction of Joseph Wood, Kaq, In 1786, extensive blockhouses, surrounded by 
pickets, were erected, to prevent the incursions ef the Indians, from whom the 
settlers suffered severely. It was the soene of many tragical events. 

HurraysviUef 5 miles below, in Jackson oo,^ Va., The buMuess oi steam- 
boat building is carried on bo*^ ^ *ome extent. 

Shade Eiyer, 1 mile below, on the Ohio side, is a small stream which 
empties in the Ohio' heit. Ite-«anth was formerly called the " Devil's Hole." 
This was the pdnt at Which the Scioto Indians usually crossed the Ohio, after 
their predatory incursipns iofto Virginia. 

Eavenswood, 11 .miles below, in Jackspn co., y2k.,.has a population of 
about 350, 2 churches, % school houses, a number of stored, and a large saw and 
grist mill. The country is hilly but generally very productive, and is finely 
adi^ted for grazliig, and i|iauy Sheep and cattle are raised here. 

Letartsville, 23 miles below, is a small town in Meigs co., 0. It is situated 
just at the falls, and at^tfae foot of ^ Island bearing that name. 

Oraham's Statioa, 6 miles below, in Meigs co., 0., a small place coutain- 
bg about 150 inhabitacuts. 

Bacine, O., 1 mile below, is a small village. 

Miners ville, O., 6 miles below, immediately above Pomeroy. 

Fomeroy, 1 mile below, the couuty se%t of Meigs co., 0., is a flourishing 
town. It was settled in 1816, and the coal mines opened in 1832. In 1841, 
Pomeroy was made the county seat. It is situated ou a narrow strip of land, 
running some distance along the river. Immediately back of it is a rough, pre- 
eipitous hill, and the country in the interior is wild and romantic. It abounds 
with stone coal of a good quality, and large quantities are furnished to steam- 
boats and shipped to points below. In 1851, a company was formed here for the 
manufacture of salt, and an extensive business is now carried on in that article. 
There are a number of large manufactories, fqusikies, mijlls, &c., eatablished here, 
employing a heavy capital and a large number of hands. Popiilation 4000. 

Ooalport, 1 mile below, is the principal mining point of the Pomeroy com* 
pany. Railways are here built for the purpose of runtxkig down the coal from 
the mines to boi^ in the river. ; • 
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Hiddleport; 1 mile Vilow Coalport. Th^ towns owe tfieir inoretae to the 
•o«l trade, whidi is becoming mere eztensire er^iy jearA

Point Pleasant, 4 jhiles below, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha rirer, 
is the coQDtj seat of Maeon Co., Va. It is the site of the bloodiest battle erer fooeht "witb 
the Indians in Virginia— the "* battle of Point Pleasant/' on the lOth of October, 1774, when 
ahont 1100 Americans were atta^Bsd bj'a large bod j of Ipdian warriors, comprising -the 
loirer of tbeShawanee, Delaware, Mingo, Wyandotte, and Bt^jahoga tribes, led on hj that 
famous warrior, Oorastiilk* Tbe battle continued all day, vhenthe Indians finding them- 
aelres about to be complete]^ surrounded, retreated across the Ol^io, to their towns on the 
Scioto. Point Pleasant contains 3 chjirches, sereral stores, a court-heqse, 3 mills, 9 tanneries, 
attd about 600 inhsbltaKa. 

Tlio Great Xanawlia BiTor, is the principal stream of Western Yirginia. 
It rises in the Alleffhany mountains, and, after winding through a highly picturesque and 
Bouutainotts region, enters, the Ohio at Point Pleasant. It is nariffable for small steam- 
boats, to the Kanawha Salines — a distance of 60 miles from its mouw — ^where are the most 
estensire sdines in the wfstera comitry. The ^[pantity of salt manufactured annually ia 
about three millions <^ bushels. 

The scenery along l^e Kanawha is unsurpassed by any in the west. From the mouth of 
the rifer to Charleston, the counir seat of Kanairlla county, a distance of 55 miles ; it is 
pleasingl^jT yariegated by fertile fields and rough mountain landscapes. Above the salines, 
the river is broken by falls, and the country becomes mo^e mountainous. In the neighbor- 
hood of the falls are many places or great interest Among others, the " Hawk's Nest," or, 
as it has sometimes been called, '^ Marshall s Pillar," a bold projecting mountain peak, 
that rises to the height of 1000 feet above tlie river. 

OallipeliSi 4 miles helow, is the countj seat of Gkllia cft, O. It is pleasantlj 
aituated on a high bank. It was originally settled in 1791, bv a party of French emigrants. 
It ia a forwarding point for a large amount of produce. Population about 1.000. 

Big Aaooon Creek, eaters the Ohio from Oallia oo., 5 miles below 
Oalllp^. 
Blandenbari^y 0., 6 miles below, In same co., is a small Tillage. 

' Xillersport, 14 miks below, ha smi^l Tillage ia Lawrence oo., 0. Pops- 
lation about 150. .

Bnrlingtom, 8 miles below, is th^ couKty seat of Lawrence co., 0. Ponn- 
nlation about 500. ' . 

The country around Burlington, abounds in iroh ore. There are k large number o# 
fonaces in operation. It is situated in the most southern extremity of the State. 

Big Saady Biyer, enters the Ohio, 4 mfles below Burlington, and is the 
boundary between Ey., and Ya. It k formed brthe junction of the eaH and wa^ iorkt at 
LnMa, Lawrence co., Ey., about 50 nriles from its month. The east fork rises in Tasewell 
»., Ya.; the west fork in Russell co., Va. Tb^ «asr branch is some 150 miles in length, 
f he Big Sandy, and branches, flow throygb yery extensiv* beds of bituminous coal, from 
which larffs quantities are annually mined and shipped to towns below, on tbe Ohio. I(

Portsmontli, 9 miles i>efa>w/ county seat of Scioto co., is situated on a high 
bank, on the upper side of the mouth of the Scioto riyer, and at the terminus of the Ohio 
Canal. «It is 90 miles south of Ctolnmbfis, the capitaf of the State. Bertsmouth is a point 
of considerable importance. A Ya«t deal of busmen is transacliSd hole, and the town is in 
a flourishing condition. It contiun^ 8 or 10 churches, a AnB ooart-hoose, a bank, a number 
of stores, rolling, flour, and oil mills» cardin^^ machine, foree, nail fac^ry, and sereral 
foundries, and 4 printinc^ offices. Iron ore, coal, «nd fine building ston^ are abundant in 
the Ticinity. The populatiou is about 5500. The ISi^ot^ and Hockinjj; Valley Railroad t^- 
minates here.

Springville, Greenup co., Ey., opposite Poirt6mouth, coniains f foundry , several 
manufactories, and a population of about 200. This county abonids in fine , beds af iron 
ore. There are 10 blast furnaces in operation in it. 

AlezanfLria, 3 miles below^ in Scioto co., 0,, is a small village. 

Bradford, 3 miles below, in same oo. 

Soekville , 11 miles below, in Adams co., 0., is a small Tillage^ It JMufmiUt 
lor sawing stone, quarried in the yieinity. 
Taneehurg, 2 miles below, in Lewis co., Ey., is a small village. Pop. 209.

Haysville stands on a high bank, and prea^BOts quite a beaoti^ ay p s a > a i n 5e from 
the rirer. It is surrounded by a range of bold and rerdant highlands. It it the depei for 
goods and produce in the northeastern part of the State, and is the largest hemp' market in 
ttie United States. Maysrille was. Incorporated in 1833, It is a compactly built ehsg ooi^- 
taininff a number of fime edifices ; a handsome city4lall, a 'sulislajitiAl stone jail ,» a^,9 
churches, a hospital, S banks, 2 hicge seminaries, puHic and private schools, a number of 
printing Mceu, 3 steau cotton factoilas, 1 bagging factory, a wool-carding factory, 2 found- 
ries, 5 rope walli^s, 2 steam saw mills, a large flouring mill, an4 divers other factmes ; a 
large number of stores, aiMl eommi#sioi» houses, pork-houses, lumber yards, 4cc. Population 
about 7090. ^

Point'Pleasaiit, 3 miles below, a village in Clermont oo. Population 200.

Vew Eichmond, 5 mites belpw, in Clermont co., O.^ is a thriving business 
town, and the largest and most important one itfttie county.

Palestine, 4 miles below, in the same co., is a plac& of considerable business. 
There is an extensive brick-yard here. The brick are made by machinery and Bhi]^>ed io 
Cincinnati by flat-boats. Population about 350. 

California, Hamilton co., 0.,i»a small village near the mouth of the Little 
Kiami. 

The Little Miami Eiver enters the Ohio, about 15 miles below New 
Richmond, and 6 miles abore Cincinnati. It flows through a very fertile country, adorned 
^ith fine farms. There are upwards of SO mill-seats on its banks. In the neighborhood of 
Tellow Springs, about 70 miles from its mouth, is a place called '* Clifton/' which a£fords 
•ome of tne most beautiful scenery in the west. Here the river, in the distance (Mf a few 
miles, falls 200 feet. These falls have cut a narrow channel to a great depth, through solid 
rocks of limestone. The banks are covered with hemlock, cedar, and other evergreens. In 
some places, the stream is so narrow thai a peiedn can leap from bank to bank. The Little 
Miami abounds in excellent fish. Toward the mouth of the stream, the land bordering on it 
is low, and is Itnown by the name ef the " Miami BoUovu" which are exceedingly tortile, 
subject to overflow, dnnngjloodt in ike Okk>, by *' baidc to^er,'* It is not navigid>le. 

Columbia, 2 miles below, was originally designed for Hie great emporium of 

the west. It was laid out by MBJor Benjamin Stites, in 1780, and a plat extends for more 

than a mile along the Ohio, reading back about three-fourths of a mik. The site not being 

found sufiScientl3r high above t^ ^foods of the river^ the project of a city was aUindonea.

CiJicinnati, t be county soat of Hamilton ca. ^ and the largest f j . .■> . o Western 
States, Btaiida uii lli^ north bank of the Ohio river, difectly opposite the mcitith of Licking 
iver, in K. Lat. 39© 6* 30", and west Lon^. from Washington, W 34' 46" It is 476 miles by 
he river, from Pittsburg, 143 above Louistille, 500 from Washington City, 531 above the 
mouth of the Ohio, and I5l7 from New Orleans. It is stiuated in a beautiful valley of about 
12 miles in circumference, surrounded by hills. This valley is divided nearly in the center 
br the Ohio. The first settlement was made here on fhe 24th of December, 1788, by a party 
of men sent out under Matthias Denman. Col. Israel Ludlow, and Robert Patterson^ to im- 
prove a portion of the purchase made by Eton. Joha Cleves Symmes. This purchase embraced 
a tract of 311,682 acres in the southwest quarter of the State, lying between the Great and 
Little Miami rivers. It extends aloncp the Ohio river a distance m 27 miles. One iquare 
mile in each township was reserved for the use of schools, andaectipnSS in eacb township 
for the support of religious societief. ^ 
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The Mitf landed opposite tlie month of the Liekini; ttd Uid out a tovn called Losanti- 
Tille. This name was, howeyer, abandoned in a s^ort time, tmd the r^me of Cincinnati 

E'rea to it. In Februarj 1769, a p^tr under the immtdiate diroi^oir'of Judge Symmes 
nded at what is now called North Bend, 15 miles below Cinoi;inati« and there laid out 
wha|iras intended to be a large citj, called Srmraes. In Mare|», a de^hment of soldiers 
arrived at the Bend, to protect the settlers. There aosT existed considerable riralrj between 
the tlfree places—Columbia, Cincinnati, ap9 North Bend, as to 'which would eTentuaHy 
become the chief seat of business. This vtralr j was termin«l«d in favor xd Cincinnati, bj 
the arriTsl of Major Doughty, from Fort Harmar, who baih Fort WMkim^tonf, to which, the 
troops from the Send, were subseouentty remored. In Jannarj4790, Gen. AHhur St. Clair, 
organised Hamilton county. In Uie same jear, 0e4. Harmar marched from Port Washin^^ 
ton against the Indians. In the neitt year, Oen. St. (^air started from the same place on his 
ill-fated expedition. On his return. Major Ziegler was appoint^ to the comiliand of the 
Fort, and, in a short time after/ wss succeeded hj Qo\. WiHcf nson, who was, in 1794, suc- 
ceeded by Cwt. William He*y Harrison, (afterward Fre^dent of the United States,) who 
retained it Ull 1798. 

In 1792, the first church wss erected. Rey« Jamei Kemper was the first pastor of it, and 
Dr. Joshua L. Wilson, the second, who fiUed that station i»ward of 40 jrears, until his 
death, which took place in 1847. In 1738, WiUlam Xaxw^ft esUUMied the first paper 
Aorth of the Ohio river, at Cincinn^i, called thl[ ** Sentinel of the Nortwest^^ Territory." 
On the 11th o€ January, 1794, two keel-boats, with bullet-proof covers and port-h<dea, and 
• provided with cannon and small arms, sailed from Cincinnati to Pittsburg, each making a 
trip once in four weeks. During thur period ihe town progressed but slowly. 

The population in 1795, waa^bogt 500 ; ih 1800, 750 ; in 1810, !K^. From 1800 to 1819, 
it progessed pretty r^idly, and eonridfrable trade was carried en with New Orleans, in 
keel-boats, which returned, laden with f:>rei^ goods. The passage to New Orleans, oecu- 
pted 25 days, and the return, 65. In 1819, it was incorporated as a city, and in 1890, con- 
tained a population of 10,000 ; b 1890. 24,831 ; in 184», 46,338 ; in 1847, 90,000 ; in 1850, 
115,436 ; ih iOfiii a06|000 (iHi^sh^) 

The city now occupies ever^ ^ortio^ of that part of the yalley lyin|^ north of the Ohio 
river. It is laid out witli consid^able Tejrard to regularity ; the streetein the center of the 
city being broad, and intersecting each atner at right anj^les. Many of the hills surround- 
ing the City are adorned by stately and alegaht mansions, with ornamental grounds at^ 
tached ; while some of them are yet "covered "trith groves of ancient forest trees.^ 

In point of commercial importance, Cincinnati occuoies a front rank in the West By 
means of the numerous steamers which areconstaitly plying to and fro on the bosom of the 
majestic river, which rolls gracefully on the south (» the city, and the several canals and 
railroads which center here, Cincinnati is connected with every available point of import- 
ance in the great and highly productive valle)' of tlft Mississippi. The trade is not, however, 
confined to &e intenor ; and a vast amount of foreign importation and exportation is done. 
The branch of business that excels ell others in Cincinnati, is the pork- business, whioh is 
carried on more extensively here than at any other place in the world. The vidue <rf pork 
annually exported from Cincinnati, is estimated at orer $5,500,000. 

Cincinnati is the center of many extensive tailwau Una ; the ones having their terminit 
here, are the Little Miami, connectiiig with many important roads in various directions, 
(N. T.^ Phils., Bait, Washington, Ac.) The Cincinnati, Hamilton, A Dayton, having^, 
also, many important connexions, east, north, ^nd ivfrth-west The Ohio and Mississippi, 
with iti connexions. The Covington and Lexington, with- lines penetrating the southern 
States. The Dayton and Cincinnati, (Short Idm,) with a tunnel some hoo mSes^n length at 
Cincinnati, eorutrueiinff. Many extensive lines, doing a vast sflkount of busings, enter the 
city over these roads*— as the Gneinnati 4* Indianap^U; ik» HamUan, jBets^ ^ Bkhmond;

m^facturing is entered into here with great energy, and employs^ a vast amount of capitaL 
Numerous mills and factories are in operation, oesides fou^ries,. planing mills, saw 
mills, rolling mills, flour mills, type foundries, machine shops, distilleries, Ac, Ac. Nearly 
all kinds of machinery is driven by steam, and there are now between fiOO and 300 steam 
engines in operation in the city. Steamboat building ii an ^t«nsivo and important branch 
of Dusiness here. . 

The Fin Department of Cincinnati is second to none in the Union lb point of efficien^. 
Steam fire eugincs are employed, chiefly, and the pay system .adopted, instead of the old 
plan of volunteer companies. 

The Public Buildings of Cincinnati are numerous, mai Hianj #f then! handsome specim^ui 
of architecture. 

The (XncinnaH Observatory was built by public contribution, and is a fine, stoi|e building 
situated on a beautiful hill to the east of tne city, called Mount Adams, in honor of the late 
ex-president, who officiated on the occasion of laying the ccHrner ston^, on &^ 9th of Novem- 
ber, 1843. The telescope is from the manufactcNry of Ments A MahleL^ Jlvmich. It is aft 
•zcellent hiftrum«At, of fine finish and vast powar. Its cost was $10|600. 
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The JCrdUnkt' Int^h$e it a tpleiidid bvildiof . ,It wm ereeted bj Toluatarj itibMripitioiir 
U the citicens. The det^ of the institution is a noble one — that of improyin^ the intel- 
leetuid condition of the irorkiof man. Attadied to the intUtation ia a large library and 
wadinf -room. An annaal fair, m the enoottrageiaeBt of the meehanical aru, ia held ui th* 
hall of the inatitnte.

Thg Odd FeUiMM^ if«B» ia a fine, brick buUdinf , briongiiur Uy ike iBdependent Order of 
Odd Fellows. 

The CmdnimHOMege Bdifiee, is a fine building. The front js ef a rerj hard, coropsct, g^rer 
limestone, and presents a chaste and beantiful am>earance. The building is occupied, 
partly, by the Chamber of Commerce, and the Yomro Msir's MKacAKTiLE Liaaiar Assooiatiov. 
This Association consists of about 3500 members, with a librsyj of 10,000 volumes, besida 
all the principal American and foreign periodicals. 

The Bwrmd Hmtae, is one of the most spacious hotels Hi the United States. It waa bnilt 
by a company of capitalists of this city, and named in honor of Judve Burnet, one of tho 
early pioneers of the West. The whole cost of the buildins;, was $300,000. It contains 34S 
j'ooms, and the furniture cost $100,000. The domA is 100 feet from the basement. Besides 
the Burnet House^ there are the BreaJioay H^4el, the W9oSnjf H<m9e, the H^ane' Uouu, the 
Walnut Street Hou$e the Demnkon Moiue, tlie United Staiej* Hotel, tihe Gibt^m Houae, the Uetiri$ 
Homee, the Waverl^ Houee, and (he Spencer Houoe, one of the lar^t hotels in the city. 

The city coutaine about 100 churches of different deoomiutations, some of thf m splendid 
edifices, aud 5 or 6 Synagogues. 

The Hamilton etmnty Omrt Hvum is a raat pile, built in the most durable and substantial 
manner, and cost the county over $1,000,000. The front it of a light grey, very hard, com- 
pact limestone. 

The CiMtom Hottm, is a noble structure, and an ornament to the city. The materiel used 
far the outer walls is a light colored, fine grained freestone. 
^- There are Imm Theaters hwp g the National m^kii^i^trii^. 

' ^^^ The institutions of learning in Oin6innaa are numerous and well sustained. There ave 
5 medical colleges, viz : the (Mio Medical, the Miami M&JSoal, the Edectic Medical, the dotonios- 
Medieal, and the Ohio College of Denial Sttrgay. These are all flourishing institutions, and aa 
ably conducted as any in the country. 

The Wesleyan Female College, St. Xavier College, attd the Woodward College, or High 
School, are well regulated institutions, ajid extensively patronized. There are many privata 
schools and seminaries, which hold a iirominent place in the esteam of. the citizens ; bat 
there are none which are looked on with so much pride aa the Common or District Schools. 
The city is divided into fifteen schod districts, each having a school house capable of accom- 
modating from 500 to 700 pupils. Hi connection with the common schools, tliere is a Central 
High Sc&ol, to which> those scholars who have made sufficient advancement in the district 
schools are sent. ThW here have an opportunity of studying the languages and the highest 
branchea of science. It is designed to make this sohool eouu to the best in the country. 

About 5 miles to the north-west of the eii;y is luring Grove Cemetery, It is a beautiful 
place, well laid out and adorned with shade trees and shrubbery, and compriaing about if# 
acres/ a largs yiiUuii if iiihiehFte^tit^^aPSPB^^pitluMjMi^fapsafcAiiss^. 

The Water-works of Cincinnati is an object of some interest. The water is fwced, by 
means of powerful steam ep&:ines, from the nver on to a hill, about 50 rods distant, and near 
SOO feet above the level of the lowest part of the city ; it is then conducted, by meatis of iron 
pipes, through the city ; thus affording a full supply of excellent water to every inhabitant. 

The citiy is lighted with ^as by the Cincinnati Gas Liglit and Coke Company. 

The printing and publishing of books, periodicals, ic, is a ver^ important branch of 
business in Cincinnati. A very large capital is invested in it, and it is carried on to a much 
greater extent than in any other western cityi Type.and Stereotype foundine are also im- 
portant branches of business here, closely connected with the printing and book trade. 

In the county, the cultivation of the ^apa is carried on very extensively^ 

Vewport, on the soitdL bank <^ the Ohio river, at the month of Licking river, 
opposite Cincinnati, in Campbell co., Ey. Newport is rapidly ifftreasins^ in population 
and wealth. The town contains a numoer of churches, several schools, a large number of 
stores, mills, factories, ice. Peculation, about 10,000. 

At the mouth of Licking is an old tTnited States' recruiting station, the buildings belong- 
ing to the station were, some years since, rebuilt in a neat and handsome manner. 

A steam ferry plies from Cincinnati every few minutes in the day. A beautiful wire sua 
pension bridge, across ths Ueking, connects Newport with Covingtcm. 

Licking Eiver. — ^This is a very remarkable streati^ and with hut IHtlo 
expense could be made of immense value to the State. It is usually from 50 to 100 yards 
wide, with high steep banks, and in many places, even in low water, is more than 30 feet 
deep. The avera^ depth for 60 miles above its mouth, during two-thirds of the year, 
except on the ripples, will no doubt exceed 6 feet. It is general^ muddy, with but very 
litUe current. The shores are covered with large forest trees, whose glgant^ic limbs almost 
touch each other. The State commenced some years since to improve, by mews of locksi 
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(a thing vhich could easilj be aeeorapUl^ed J the vfiyigatioii^ tl^ rirer, but tk« projael 
ir«8 abandoned. 

During high water, light draugl^ Steamboats can, without difficnlty, aacend 50 or 6t 
milea. This river riaea in the Cuoilmrland mountains, f\oj4. Co., Ky., and after pursning 
a north-westerlj coofWof 180,mil)^, empties into theOhl^^posite Cincinnati. 

CoviEgton, on t}je lower side of the ninath of the Licking, in Kenton co., Ky., 
ii* built on a beautiful pLice, Population about 15,000. Th^ streets are laid out so as to 
appear from the liilla back of Ciiiciunati as a continuation of ikts^ city. Covington is in a 
hii^hlj floiiTisbhig cmiidlUoii,aD<l bSda fair to become a ^efy large cUy.

Cllison erected a block-nonse, but was driven from it by 
the Indians. In 1789, Gton. Charles Soott, erected a block-house, and fortified it by picket*. 
It was occupied until 170!^ when the preseet town was laid otiti~ 

CarroUton contains a eourt-howse and public buildings, 1 academy, 3 churches, 3 com 
mills, 1 steam saw mill, I carding factory,! rope-walk, and a population of 1000. 

Kentucky Biyer, (Seepage 125.)

IB honor of Col. Preston, of Virginia. Population about 150. 

Madison, county seat of Jefferson co., ta., 10 miles below, is one of the largest 
apd most important commercial cities in the State. It ie hiaautifully located in a vafiey, 
about three-fourths of a mile in width and 3 miles in length, lyius; in a* bend of the rlrer, and 
eurrounded by steep and rugged hills, Irem 4 to 500 feet in height. The principal part of 
the city is situated more than 30 feet above the highest floods of the Ohio river. 

The trade of Madison is quite extenaive,«nd the manufactures are very important The 
principal part of the trade of the city isinwheat and pork, those articles being the chief 
/g'^ff/9VTtiduct6 <M the State. P<u>ulation atK>ut 1 8 )000. There is a fine hotel here, built at a cost of 
/ / i30,600. The other buildings of note in the city, are the court-house, jail, and counW offices, 
/ S market-houses, a bank,^ 2 schools, and about 15 churches.' Cetrersl of these buildings are 
handsome and mostly edifices. Madison contains several mills of various kinds, founderies, 
factories, and a large number of stores, many of which are wholesale houses, and do an ex- 
tensive business. The Madison and Indianapolis R. R., completed in 1849, terminates here. 

In4iJtliapolui, 'Capital of the State of Indiana, and seat of justice for Marion 
eonnty, is mtuated on the West Fork of White river. It lies on a beautiful plain, nearly in 
tiie cent^ oi the county 108 miles N. W. from Cincinnati, and 86 from Madison. The city 
tfio^i was laid out in 18S0. Population now about 16,000. 

Milton, Trimble co.^ Kv., is a small village nearly opposite Madison. Pop. 150. 

Hanover Iwiding', 4 miles below Madison, in Jefferson co., la. South Han- 
over is a few miles in the interior. The town was first settled in 1810, and now contains 
about 600 inhabitants. South Hanover College, esubli^ed in 1820, by Rev. J. F. Crowe, 
P.D., and the Hon W. Dunn, is a literary institution of the highest order. 

Hew London , 6 miles below, in the same oo., is a small village. 
Betblehem, 6 miles below, in Clark co., la.^ is a small town, containing a 
ehureh, several stores, and about300 inhabitants.

They bailt a block-hpuse here, which Was subsequently removed and a large fort 
erected in 1782, called Fort Nelson. In 1780, the town was established by an act of the 
Legislature of Yirginia, under whose jurisdiction Kentucky then was. At this time, the 
population was only 30. In 1800, it was 600; in 1810. 1300; in 1^0 4,000; in 1830, 
10,090; in 1840, 21,000; in 1843, 28,000; in 1845, 32,000; in 1850, 43,217; in 1856, 
(estimated) 60,000. It is now the most important commercial city in Kentucky, and one 
of the most important in the West, ^t is bu4lt on a spacious sloping p\ane, 70 feet above 
low water murk. The streets are broad and beautiful, and laid out at right angles with 
each other. It contains a city-hall and court-house, a medical institote and uniyersity, 
two hospitals, an asylum for the blind, 30 churches, 28 schools, two orphan asylums, a 
work-house, and a larfi;e number of religious, literary, and benerolent institutions. There 
are 4 daily, 4 tri-weekly, and 10 weekly newspapers, 1 monthly, and 1 quarterly periodical 
published here. There are, also, a large number of foundries, rolling mills, flouring mills, 
and factories of different kinds, all in successful operation. The packing of pork forms a large 
item of the business of the cihr. Louisville is the terminus of the LouisTille and Lex. R. B. 
The falls of the river Just below Louisville, obstruct navigation entirely at low stages of 
water. The descent is 23 feet in 2 miles. To obviate this, a canal was cut around them, 
to Shippingsport. a distance of ^% miles, It was a work of stupendous labor, being cut, a 
greater part of its length, thvougn solid rock. It is, in some places, 40 feet deep, and ot 
sufficient width to pass steamboats through, and affords fine water-power for the mill-seats 
below the locks. 

On the 24th of September, 1616, the steamboat Washington, under the command of Capt. 
Shreve, made the first Voyage ever made by a steam vessel from Louisville to New Orleans. 
On the 3d of March, 1817, she started on another tri|>, and made the time to New Orleans 
and back in 41 daj^s ; the ascending voyage being made in 25 days. A public dinner was 
given to the Captain by the citizens of Louisville, at which he predicted that the day was 
not far dis^nt when the trip would be made in 10 days. It has since been made m Uu (ftoa 
5 days. \ 

Shippingiport, 2 miles below Louisville, in same county, at the foot of the 
eanal, is a small village. Population about 200. 

Portland 9 1 mile below, in eame county, is a place of importance. Large 
steamers generally make it a stoppii^ place, not being able to get through the canal. There 
is a Railroad between Portland and Louisville, the cars running every 10 or 15 minutes dufinff 
the day. It is connected with New Albany, on the opposite side, by a Terry boat, which 
plies almost constantly. Portland contains a number of very irood buildings. Population 
about 700. 

Hew Albany » county seat of Floydco., la., opposite Portland, is one of the most- 
important towns in the State. It was laid out in the year i813, by 3 brothers of the name 
of scribner. It is the southern terminus of the Now Albany 4 Salem R. R., connecting the 
Ohio river with Lake Michigan, at Michigan city; and crossing and intersecting the numer- 
ous roads passing through Indiana. 

The^ business of steamboat building is carried oar here to a greater extent than any othef 

place in the State. Other branches of mechanics are also in a flourishing condition. « /^<]

Manekport, 3 miles below, a small village in Harrison eo*^ Ia« 
Vorthampton, 7 miles below, a small village in the same oounty. 
Amiterdanii 3 miles below, a small village in the same county. 
Blue Biver , a small stream rises in Washington Co., la., and flows in a southeily 
direction for about 75 miles^ and empties into the Ohio 6 miles below Amsterdam. 

Leaveii worth, 2 miles below, county seat of Crawfbrd co., la., at the Horse- 
shoe bend. It is a Uiriv^ing town, and well located for business ; being at the commence- 
1 « j ment of the coal region in Indiana. Leavenworth has 3 churches, 1 printing office, and a

Fredonia, 5 miles below, in same co., is situated on high a bluff. Pop. 300. 

Little Blme Biver, rises in CrawfOTd co., and empties into the Ohio at the 
line between Crawford and Peny counties, la. Its length is about 45 miles. 

Alton, 13 miles below Fredonia, at the mouth of Little Blue river, in Peny 
00., la., is a small village. Population, 100. / 

Coneordia, 10 miles below, in Meade co., Ky., is pleasantly situated. Popu- 
lation about 100. The hills in this neighborhood abound in beds of limestone rock, from 
which immense quantities of lime are made. 

Bom 6, county seat of Perry co., la., 12 miles below, opposite the mouth of 
Sinking creek. It was settled in 1811, and now contains a oouart-house, jail,countj seminaiy, 
3 churches, and about 650 inhabitants. . 

Stephensport, opposM^ Rome, in Breckenridge co., Ky., at the mouth of 
Sinking creek, is a pleasant little village, containing 2 churches, sevend stores, and a popu- 
lation of about 350. It was established in 1825. 

Sinking Creek rises in the upper part of Breckenridge co., Ky., and is s 
considerable stre»Di» supplying abundance of water-power for mills during the whde year. 
S or 7 miles from its source, the creek suddenly sinxs beneath the earth, showing no trace 
of its existence, for 5 or 6 miles, when it re-appears above ground and flows into the Ohio. 
Ob this creek is to be seen a natural rock mill-dam, 8 feet high and 40 feet wide, which 
answers all the purposes of a dam to a mill which has been erected at the ^ace. Near the 
cieek is a large cave, called Penitentiary cave, which has never been fully explored. 

ClOYOrport, 10 miles below, in the same county, is an importuit point for 
ahippinff tobacco and other produce, of which fine crops are ^own in the county. Popu- 
lation about 800. There are extensire beds of fine coal in its vicinity. 4 mileB in the 
interior are the White Sulphur, Breckenridge, and Tar Springs. 

Tobiniport, Perry co., la., is a ei^ikll trilkge opposite Cloverport, 

HaweiTilla, 14 miles below, the county seat of Hancock co., Ky. Popu- 
lation about 600. It deri7ea consideiuble trade fh>m its extensive mines of coal. 

Cannalton, opposite Hawesville, in Perry co., la., is a flourishing town, the 
largest in the Oounty. It eontayA sereral churches and elegSnt residences, and a large 
cotton factory, which employs several hundred hands. Population about HMO. This 
'^ j^ building presents a splendia i^peMrance from the river, it is 300 feet long and 4 stories 
-C^ hieh, built of variegated sandstone. Extensive beds of coal are found in the adjoining 
hills, giyinff the place great advantaj^ for a manufacturing town. Fire-claj and a fine 
aand-stone for building purposes are' found hope in abundance^ 

Troy, 6 miles below, near the mouth of Anderson river, in the same county, ii 
a thriving village, and has the trnde of the rich mineral district in the rear and along the 
margin of this section <A the great coal field. Population about 600. 

Anderson Biver, rises in OraWfoH co., la., and flows in a southerly direction 
and empties into the Ohio near Troy. It is lUiVigable for flat-boats about 30 miles in high water. 

MazTille, 1 mile below, at the loj^er side of the mouth of Anderson river, 
la Spencer co., la., is a small vUIaga. Fopnlation about 300. 

BatesYille, 2 miles below» in the same county, is a small village. Pop. 200.

MrmonmUe, capital of Edmondson co., Ky., is situated on Green river about 10 miles below 
Ibe Mammoth Cave. Morgantovm, capital of Butler co., Ky., dn Green' river, below the 
fttiictkin of Big Barren. LtuMturg, below, in Muhlenburg co., Ky. 

Th:e Mammotll Cave, is situated in Edmonson co., Ky., equi-distant from 
tbe cities of Louisville and Nashville (about 90 miles from each,) and immediatelv on 
IIm nearest road between those two places. It is within half a mile of Green river. The 
cave 'has already been explored for more than 18 miles. It contains S26 avenues, 47 domes, 
ieataracts, several rivers, and #23 pits, most of them of surprising beauty and startling 
« grafldeur. The cave is dry, and exceedingly conducive to healtn. It is visited by many in- 
valids, for the purpose of inhaling its air ; and, in many instances, proves highly beneficial. 

JlyaAiTille^ 9 miles below the mouth of Green river, is the county seat of 

^anderburg co., la. It was laid out in 1816, and received its name in honor of Gen. R. M 

Evans, who was one of the early settler* of the place. It is situated on an elevated bank. 

The trade of Evansville is considerable, and rapidly increasing. The Wabash k Erie 

Oanal, terminates at this place. The Evansville it Terre Haute tUilroad, via Yincenuesy 

has its terminus here— bringing Evansville in connection with many points by the intersec- 

lion of other roads. A very large amount of produce is annually shipped from this point— 

. com, oats, hay, pork, <kc., Ate Evansville contains a court-house, jail, 9 or 10 churches, 6 

' C 5 'J pnnting offices, and a large number of business houses, d^c. Population about W¥k, 

Terona, 7 miles below, in the same county, is a small village. 

Eenderion, 5 miles below, is Che county seat of Henderson co., Ky. It is 
a flourishing place, and the principle shipping port for the produce of the country bordering 
•n Green river, exporting large quantities of tobacco, corn, <fcc. It contains a court-house, 
C churches, 4 schools, 5 large tobacco factories, and a population of about 2000. The country 
adjacent is well adapted to the cultivation of tobacco and cenu Iron ore is also found in it, 
and l>trffe beds of stone coal, of an excellent quality. About 75,000 bushels of com, and 
7,000.000 lbs. of tobacco are annually exported from it. 

West Franklin, 14 miles below, in Posey co.^ I|., is a small village. 

Mount Vernon, county seat of Posey co., ta., 12 miles below, on a fine bluff. 
It was settled in 1803, and contains a court-house, jiil, and county o^ces, 3 churches, aad 
'^ ^ about MOO inhabitants. A plank road extends to I^dw jSannony on the Wabash river. 

TTAiontown, 10 miles below, at the mouth Nof Highland creek, in Union co., 
Ky., is a thriving town, shipping large quantities of corn to the southern markets. Popu- 
lation about 500. The coun^ is very fertile. A few miles from Uniontown, <in Highland 
ereek is a fine Tar spring. There are a number of curiosities in this county, worthy of 
^Merration. One is a lar^e flat rock, with perfect resemblance of the nakefd feet of men, 
and animals deeply imprinted in it There is also a cavern, which is thought to be of 
great extent, but nas not yet been fully explored. 

Wabash Eiver caters tiie Ohio 5 miles below Uniontown. ^^^SheJM^e 126.) 
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Baleigh, 6 miles below the m<mth of the Wabash, in Union oo., Ej. 

ShawneetewAy 5 miles below, in Oallatin co., HI., on a low bank of the Ohio. 
Jt lit liable to inundations from the riyer. It is, howerer, a place of considerable busineaSy 
and the largest town in southern Illinois. It was laid oi^t in 1814, and now contains 3 
churches, a land office, and a population of 3000. 

CaieyTille, 10 miles below, in Union oo., Ky., is a small rilbge^ eontaining a 
population of 250. About 3 miles from Caserirille, mav be seen a natural curiosity, termed 
the ANyiL Rock. It is a large rock, some 50 feet high, 20 feet wide, and 2 feet Uiick, and 
bears a striking resemUance to a blacksmith's anyil. This rock stands upom leyel bottom 
land, and is entirely isolated. 

Battery Bocki 2 miles below, in Gallatin co., HI., is a high, rocky blnff| 
extending some miles along the riyer, giving a picturesque appearance to the sceneiy. 

CaTe-in-rock, 12 miles below, in Hardin co.. 111., is a noted place, and viewed 
with interest by all travelers on this riyer. It was the rendezyous, about 1801 , of a cel- 
ebrated outlaw, by the name of Mason, and his comrades, who subsisted by plundering the 
flat-boats and arks, descending the riyer with produce, or waylaying the tra&ders on their 
return with the products of their sales — ^robbing and murdering them. They continued this 
nefarious business for seyeral years, until their depredations became so alarming, that the 
Croyernor of Mississippi offered a reward of $500 for Mason's head. Mason was shot, and 
his head earried to Washington, then the capital of Mississippi, by one of his own band 
named Harpe, a notorious outlaw, who had escaped from Kentucky. 

Elizabeth town, county seat of Hardin co., 111., 6 miles below, at the foot of 
Hurricane Island. Population about 200; 

Oolconda, 23 miles below, is the county seat of Pope co., HI. It is beantifnlly 
situated on an eleyated plain, and contains a court-house, and population of about 250. 

Cnmberlamd Biyer, enters the Ohio, 15 miles below. (^See paye 127.) 

Smithland, county seat of Livingston co., Ky., just below the mouth of Cum- 
berland riyer. It is a place of considerable commercial importance, being fayorably situated 
for reshippin^ goods to and from the interior of Kentucky and Tennessee. Smitbland c<m- 
tains a court-house, jail, and county offices, 2 churches, 1 foundry and machine shop, a boat- 
yard, an extensiye tanneiy, and a population of 1500. 

Tennessee BiTer, enters the Ohio, 12 miles below Smithland. (^See jpagel2%.') 

Pa due ah, county seat of McCracken co., Ky., just below the mouth of the 
Tennessee, was laid out in 1827, and received its name in honor of the celebrated Indian 
chief, Paducofa. It is the depot for the yast and growing trade of the Tennessee riyer. It 
contains 4 churches, a court-house, a fine hotel, and a population of 3000. 

Belgrade, 8 miles below, in Massac co.. 111., is a small village. 

Fort Hasiac, 2 miles below, in the same county, is the spot the troops occu 
pied, who were sent to intercept the plans of Aabon Buaa. The fort was burned many 
years ago, and nothing is to be seen now to mark the spot. 

Metropolis, county seat of Massac co.. 111., 1 mile below. Pop. about 700. 

Eillaman, 8 miles below, in the same eounty. 

WilkinsonTille, 7 miles below, in Alexander co., IlL, is a small yiUage, 
named in honor of General Wilkinsow. 

Caledonia, 10 mOes below, county seat of Pulaski co., is a small Tillage. 

America, 3 miles below, in the same county. 

Emporium, formerly Mound City, 3 miles below, in same coanty, aboye the 
mouth of Cache riyer, is an euterprisinff town, and landing point ^r steamers, oenneeted witii 
the IlL Central R. Road by a road 3 mnes in lens^th. 

Cairo, 6 miles below, in Alexander co., Tlt./at the junction of the Ohio a^d 
Hississippi riyers, has acquired considerable celebrity by the repeated attempts which hare 
been maae, to build up a large city on its site. Situated, as it is, at the junction of these 
two mighty riyers, it, undoubtedly, presents one of the finest points for a city which can be 
found in the West ; being placed so as to command the immense and incalculable trade of 
the whole west, north-west and south. But there are difficulties to be surmounted, in the 
location of the around, and the .surrounding country, which will take an immense amount 
of capital and labor. The banks of the riyer are here yery low, and the surrounding 
•country is still lower. Both are subject to oyerllow, and from the marshy nature <A the sou 
are generated miasms, which render it yery unhealthy. But, by a scientific system of 
enbankment, filling up, and draining, all this may be oyercome. A leyee has been thrown 
up. at a cost of about $1,000,000, which protects it to a great decree. 

The Qreat Illinois Central Railroad has a terminus here, ana extenriye depot boildinfs.

Cotliooton is beautifully situated at tiie head of the Muskingum river, 113 miles 
from Marietta, and is the county seat of Coshocton co., O. It was laid out in 1802, and 
called Tuscawara, which name it retained until 1811, when it rcceiyed its present appella- 
tion. It contains 4 churches, 2 newspaper offices, a flour mill, and woolen factory, and a 
— pulation of^HHk When the river is rery high, steamboats occasionally ascend as high as 

IS point The Ohio Canal passes through Coshocton, also the SteubenviUle A Indiana R. B. 

Sresdeily 17 miles below, in Muskingum co., is a flourishing and active 
business place, well supplied with water-power. Coal and iron ore abound in the vicinity. 
Population about 1500. 

ZaneiTille, 16- miles below, and 80 miles from Marietta, is the county seat 
oC Muskingum co., and one of the principal towns in Ohio. It is connected with Putnam, 
West Zanesville and South Zauesville by bridges. The town was laid out in 1799^ by 
Sbenezer Zane, and John Mclntire, and was firdt called Westbum, which name it bore until 
thaestablishmeutof a post-office, when it received its present name. Population about 1#,000. / 

Zanesville affords superior advantages for manufactories of all kinds. The fine water- 
power, abundance of bituminous coal in its vicinity, and its great facilities for transportation 
and exportation — ^being the terminus of the Wilmington A Zanesville Railroad, extending 
to Cincmnati ; the Central Ohio Railroad passing through it, also the National Road ; the 
Muskingum, opening immediate intercourse with the Ohio and all the southern countries ; 
the Ohio Canat, reaching to the Lakes on the north, and south dirou^h the finest portions 
ctt the State, all seem to mark it out as one of the finest positions in Uie west for manufac- 
turing purposes. The water of the river is distributed through the city from a Urge reservoir, 
on a hill 160 feet high. The water is forced up by means of a powerful force pump. 

OuneaA'i Falls, 9 miles below, in Muskingum co. ^ Population about 300. 

TayloriTille, just below, on the opposite (west) side of the river, in same 
eo. A dam across the river here gives the place advantages of large water-power, and a 
number of mills are in successful operation. Population about 1000. 

Bagleport, 11 miles below, in Morgan county. 

■cConAelliYille, 10 miles below, a thriving town on ihe east bank of the 
river, is the countv seat of Morgan co. There are large salt manufactories in the vicinitj'. 
Population near 2000.

JlAwtB in Hardin co., O., and flows in a south-easterly direction, and empties into the Ohio 
river at Portsmouth. It Is navigable for steamboats but a short distance from its mouth. 
Flat-boats, in hiffh stages of water, are brought down from a distance of 130 miles. Its length 
is 160 miles, and it is 150 yards wide at the mouth. The counties through which the river 
flows, are amone the most fertile and highly cultivated in the SUte of Ohia It is the second 
river in sise which lies wBolly in the State. 

Columbus, capital of the State of Ohio, and county seat of Franklin co., is 
beautifully' situated on the east bank of the Scioto river, 90 miles from Its mouth. Th* 
ITational Iload passes through it from east to west. The Ohio Oanal, also has a branch 
•ztending to this place ; and it is the center of Railroads diverging In nearly all directions. 
(See James' Railroad and Route Book.) The present site of tne citv was, in 1813, aa 
unbroken forest It now contains a population of about 1§,000. It is laid out regularly, 
with wide streets, and adorned with many beautiful buildings. The public building ara 
Jionstructed on a magniflcent scale, and do honor to the State. Thej are, a magniieeiil

Giroleyille, count j seat of Pickaway. co., 0., is a flourishing town^ situated 
on the Ohio Canal and Scioto rirer, 26 milea south of Columbus. The Cincinnati, Wilming- 
ton 4 ZanesYiile Railroad passes through the place. The town is built on the site of an 
ancient fortification, and was laid out in the year 1810, by Daniel Dresbach. It deriyed its 
name from, the circular form of one of the ancient ruins wnlch were found here. These ruins 
haye long since disappeared before the steady march of improyement, which has marked 
the settlement of our western country. S^^ ^' 

Chillicothe, county seat of Boss co., on the west bank of the Scioto Hver, 19 
miles south of Oircleyille, is a place of considerable importance in the State. It was first 
laid out in 1796. In 1800, the seat of Goyernment was remoyed from Cincinnati to it, where 
it remained till 1816, when Columbus was made the permanent capital. Chillicothe is the 

Srincipal point of trade for the great Scioto yalley. Population^fUOO. The Cincinnati 
[arietta Railroad passes through it; also the Ohio Canal. 
Pike ton, capital of Pike co., 0., 20 miles below. Population abont 750. 
Jasper y 2 miles below, in the same county , is a small Tillage. 
Luoasyille, Scioto co., 10 miles below, and 13 miles aboye the month of the 
Scioto riyer. 

THE KEHTTTCKT BI7EB 

Rises in the Cumberland mountains, and interlocks with the head waters of the Licking 
and Cumberland riFers-4ength about 200 miles. It is nayigable for flat-boats oyer 150 miles. 
To Frankfort, 60 miles from its mouth, it has been made nayigable by means of locks aad 
dams, o( which there are 17, built at a cost of $2,300,000. The perpendicular height pyer- 
come by these locks, is 210 feet. 

The scenery along the banks of the Kentucky riyer is not surpassed by any other in the 
Union, unless it be the Hudson. The channel, for the greater part of its course, runs through 
t>eds of solid limestone rock. In the neighborhood of the mouth of the riyer, there are many 
Mmains of ancient works, relics of a race whose history is beyond the present limits of hunuA 
knowledge, and whose deeds are buried in the impenetrable mysteries of the past. 

BoonesboTOyin Madison co., Ey., on the Kentucky river, is celebrated in 
the history of the west for its memorable sieges by the Indiana. A font was built here bf 
Daniel Boone, in 1775.

The State*nouse is a hand- 
aome edifice, built of Kentucky marble, quarried in the yicinity. Frankfort contains the 
8tate Penitentiary, a fine court house, 2 banks, 7 printing offices, 4 or 5 churches, 3 bagging 
factories, and a population of about 5000. The Lexington <k Louisville Ridlroad passes 
through Frankfort* and a bridge connects it with South Frankfort. — Flat Creek Landing is 
15 miles below.

"Haute is beautifully situated on a high bank of the Wabash, and is the center of a large and 
(increasing trade. Large Quantities of flour, pork, and grain, are shipped by the canal «n4 
river, also by the railroaas. The town contains 6 printing offices, 10 or 19 chureheStB 
jMin^, ft court-house, a town hall, and a large academy. P^ulation about 8000.

The Ohio h Mississippi R. R., connecting Oincinnati with St Louts, and Evansrille 4 
Tincennes, connecting with the Terre Haute A Vincennes road to Chicago, cross each other 
here, thus opening through this city an outlet north, south, east, and west.

Hew Harmony, la., 6 miles below, New Baltimore, aud 16 miles from the 
nearest point of the Ohio, though about 60 miles from the mouth of the Wabash, following^ 
Uie meanders of the river. It is surrounded by a fine, rich, and heavily timbered country, 
interspersed with small, rich prairies. It was first settled in 1814. by a religious sect of 
Germans, called Harmonites, under the guidance and control of George Rapp, in whose 
name all the lands and property were held. They erected about 200 substantial buildings, 
planted vineyards and orchards, built mills and manufactories, and were wonderfully sue- 
-cessful in converting a wilderness into a finely cultivated plantation in a short time. They 
had even the luxury of a botanic garden, and a green-house. Their great house of assent* 
blage, with its wings and appendaees, was nearly 100 feet square. In 18^, the celebrated 
Kobert Owen, of New Lanars, Scotland, purchased the entire possession of the Harmonite^ 
ftt $190,000, for the purpose of establishing a community upon the plan of his " social 
system.'* The plan proved a failure, and was finally abandoned. A. plank road extends 
from New Harmony to lit. Vernon. The Population of New Harmony is now about 500. 
ChainTille, 20 miles below, in same co., and 40 miles abore the mouth of 
Iflbe Wabash. 

THE CUHBERLAVD RIYEB 

Kises in the Cumberland mountains, and interlocks with the head waters of Clinch and 
Kentucky rivers ; flows southwesterly through Ky., more than 250 miles ; enters the State 
of Tenn.« and after a further meandering course of about 130 mifes it reaches Nashville in 
Lat nearly 35 N. Thence flowing north-westerly 203 miles, it empties into the Ohio Hi 
Smithland. The Cumberland, the see<ind largest tributary of the Oluo, is about 600 miles 
in length, and drains a territory estimated at 18,000 square miles. It is navigable about 
6 months in the year for steamboats as far as Nashville, and for flat and keel-boats some 
MO miles further. This river passes through a country of remarkable fertility, aoma 
portions of it rich in iron ore, and, no doubt, other valuable minerals. 

The following towns are located on and near the banks of the Cumberland.

BTashville, capital of the State of Tennessee, and seat of justice for Davidson 
CO., is pleasantly situated on the Cumberland river, 203 miles from its mouth. The city 
stands on a solid rock, elevated to the heightof from 50 to 175 feet above the level of the river. 
The commerce of Nashville is very extensive, and is rapidly increasing. The principal 
article of export is cotton, of which large quantities are shipped to the southern markets. 
There are some ^ne public buildini^ and institutions of note in Nashville, among which» 
we the Statcr-house, raiitentiary, fiospttalfor Lunatics, the Nashville University, a female 
seminary, several schools, and a large number of churches for the various denomination!. 
The University was founded in 1806. The library contains 12^000 v<dumes. 

Besides the buildings mentioned, Nashville contains several manufacturing; establish- 
ments, a large number of whcdcsale and retail stores of all kinds, and a population of about 
S0,000. The termtous of the Nashville^ Chattanooga Railroad is here ; and railroads t# 
other important points are constructing. 

Clark«Tilley Montgomeiy co.^ Tenn., 55 miles below Nashyille, is a thriTing 
place, and has considerable trade. Population about 3000.

^ Tlie^ largest tnbutarj of the Ohio, and one of the lai^est riyers east of the Mississippi, \m 
fOKmed by the union of the Clinch and Holston rivers, which rise in Uie Alleghany moan- 
lains of Virginia, and uni^ at Kingston, Tenn. It then takes a south-west course, travers- 
ing the northern part of Alabama, and^n changing, flows in a northerly direction throu^K 
Tenneasee and Kentucky, and enters the Ohio at JPaducah, in Latitude 37 north. The total 
length of this river from the head waters of the Clinch and Holston, is about 1200 mil^S/; 
beioff longer than the Ohio from Pittsburg to the mouth. The obstructions to navi^aliioR 
are £w, and could easily be remedied. 1 ne first obstruction is the muscle shoals at f*lor- 
ence, Ala., about 280 miles from Che month. Up to this point, steamboats can ascend at al- 

, most any season of the year. Above tliese shpals the navigation is entirely unobstructed fyr 
Jihe distance of nearly 500 jniles. ^ 

The country through which the Tennessee flows, is mostly fertile, but is thinly inhabited. 
pn the upper part of its course, it has much beautiful mountain and valley scenery, ^lie 
area drained by this river and tributaries is estimated at upward of 40,000 square Junes. 
TThe following tow us are situated otf or near its banks. i 

Xnoz?ill«, on the Holston river, county aeat of Knox co., east Tenn., is a J 
flourishing city. Tlie situation is beautiful, elevated, and healthy, with a fine vi^w of the ' 
surrounding country, and the mountains in the distance. Knozville has manufacturing estab- 
lishments of various kinds, among the most important is that of Window Glasf , which is 
parried on extensively. It is, also, an important railroad center. It was laid out in 1794, and 
was the State capital till 1817. Population about 6000.

These rapids extend 20 miles, the fall being, in 
that distance, about 100 feet, and an impassable obstruction to navigation^ except during th« 
highest stages of water. 

Flaren<$e, county seat of liauderdale co., Ala., is at the head of Baviptiou 
keiow the rapids, and 280 miles from the mouth of the Tennessee. This is the principal dip- 
ping point for the produce of the surrounding country, with which it has a large and in- 
creasing trade. A. fine bridge crosses the river here. There are several large cotton factories 
at and ne4r Florence. Population about 2500. 

* Tuscnmbia, Franklin co., Ala., is 1 mile south of the river, and is the 
.western terminus of the Tuscnmbia A Decatu^ Railroad. P(^«lation about 2000. At 
^Tnscurabia there is' a very renaarkable sprinc;, whiekflows from a fissure in a limestoae rookt
